A brightly illumined residence with flow- 
ers in every one of the richly furnished 
rooms, attentive servants, and an exquisitely 
served dinner made up in part for the ab- 
sence of welcome by Mr. Potter’s children, 
who had not been consulted with in regard 
to the marriage. 

Mr. and Mrs. Potter, who had been travel- 
ing since their wedding in England and on 
the continent, arrived in Chicago over the 
Lake Shore a few minutes after 4 o'clock. 
They were met at the station by Mrs. George 
Dieniér, daughter of Mrs. Potter, and some 
newspaper reporters. They eluded the latter 
and were at once driven to their home at 
Lake {Shorp drive and Burton place. 


Glad to Be at Home. 

The bride and groom said they were giad 
to be at home, after a somewhat' fatiguing 
journey. Two things they made clear. 

** No better or finer woman ever came into 
this house," said Mr. Potter earnestly, of his 
wife, to one of his first visitors. 

“Thank/| you, dear,” replied Mrs. Potter.

“ Neither of us has any ambition to go into 
society,’’ paid Mr. Potter. “I never have 
cared for jt and Mrs. Potter—” 

“I never have cared for society either,” 
ehe quickly answered. “If I had all the 
wealth of|the Rockefellers it would not tn- 
terest me.| I have my homeand my reading’ 
—she was in the spacious Mbrary with its 
walle li with books—"‘my husband and 
my home. These are enough for any woman.” 


Chary of Granting Interviews. 
It was not easy for a newspaper interviewer 
to s¢ée z= Potters. A maid who took the 


card of one went upstairs where Mr. dnd Mrs. 
Potter were resting after their journey. 
Evidently | there was some sort of a cofifer- 
ence, for presently a woman's voice, and an 
exceedingly pleasant one, was heard: 

** Tiwouldl see the man,”’ the voice said. 

The maid came back and said the visitor 
was to gp into. the den, where Mr. Potter 
appeared In a moment. This millionaire and 
pioneer steel magnate, about Whom #0 much 
has been | written, appeared to be vigorous 
and searcely beyond middle age. Later on he 
said he was 69 years old. He does not seem 
to be more than 30. There ate no signs of 
baldness on his head, and hig hair is tron 
gray, with dark spots showing what It was 
when he was younger. He wore a dark gray 
suit and he came forward doubtfully. 

“TI have been infamously treated by the 
newspapers, particularly in my home city,” 
he began, ‘‘ For myself I do not care so 
much, but it is cowardly to attach a woman.

Would Have Torn Heart Out of 
Sam Parks, Laborite. 


SAVING CLAUSE IN WORD “IF” 


Says He Is Running as Maverick, Car- 
rying No Man’s Brand. 


New York, Oct. 14.—[Special.]—District 
Attorney Jerome, who says he is running asa 
‘“ maverick,”” with no man's brand on him, 
made an address at a gathering of 
labor men tonight, which is supposed 
to have no connection with his cam- 
paign. He got, close to political matters, 
however, and indulged in the startling kind 
of talk for which he is so well known, He 


said: 

“Tf there is one man for whom I have un- 
Hmited contempt it is the professional Jew, 
or the professional Catholic, or the profes- 
sional Irishman, or the professional labor 
man who tries to make a play on his creed or 
his associations for his own selfish ends. 
This talk of delivering the labor vote—you 
sometimes follow a man you don’t believe in, 
just as men in battle follow a general in 
whom they have not complete faith. But 
when a man talks of delivering the labor vote 
he lies—he doesn’t deliver the vote. I am 
against that fellow until the cows come 
home. I don’t care whether you are against 
him or not.” 


Fierce Exchange Over Parks. 


In the course of his speech Mr. Jerome re- 
ferred to Sam Parks and a man named Mul- 
laney, who was Park's secretary, asked Mr, 
Jerome a nurnber of questions. He asked Mr. 
Jerome if it was not a fact that the walking 
delegates whom he was denouncing so furt- 
ously had not had credentials from Mr. 
Jerome to work for him in his last campaign? 
Mullaney said he had seen the credentials. 
Mr. Jerome said if he had they were forged 
and intimated that Mullaney had been 
primed by some one else to ask such ques- 
tions. He also told Mullaney to come up 
close, where he could see if he was a liar or 
not. 

Mullaney started forward, then stopped to 
say he thought Jerome had shown great 
malice in the prosecution of Parks. He 
changed ‘* malice’’ to “ bitterness.”’ 

‘*I was bitter,’’ said Mr. Jerome with great 
intensity. ‘‘I was bitter, and I willtell you 
why.

Popcorn Dick the Nemesis. 


¢ Also entered in the race, but not asa candi- 
date, is William Dick, popularly known as 
“Popcorn” Dick,” of Rock Island. Mr. 
Dick’s part in the campaign {s that of Nem- 
esis to.George Washington McCaskrin. Mr. 
Dick formerly was a friendly satellite to G. 
Washington when the latter was a full orbed 
political planet in Rock Island county. Mr. 
Dick still is a satellite, but he has become 
hostile. He still revolves around Mayor Mc- 
‘Caskrin, but with inimical intent. 

McCaskrin would be glad if he could “shoo”’ 
Mr. Dick away, but the popcorn merchant 
refuses to be “ shooed.”’ 

Mayor McCaskrin has been through a num- 
ber of political vicissitudes, but Mr. Dick is 
the worst he has encountered. When the 
former entered politics in Rock Island the 
latter was the proprietor of a popcorn stand 
at the corner of the public square, across 
from the Harper house. McCaskrin tried to 
be mayor of Rock Island and failed. He was 
elected alderman, served a few months, and 
resigned. He nearly announced himself as 
independent candidate for governor against 
Deneen, but reconsidered, and instead came 
out for the legislature last fall. 

When he announced himself for the legisla- 
ture he began to warm things up in his sen- 
atoria! district. He put on a long black coat, 
mounted a white horse, and went forth into 
the highways and byways, up and down the 
Mississippi valley, and across the farm lands. 
He preached a gospel against the railroads 
and told the people that 8 cents a mile was 
too much for them to pay. He said harsh 
things about the ruling powers. 


McCaskrin’s Startling Campaign. 


He startied the committees with more things 
than his black coat and his white horse. 
He sent up kites bearing legends “‘ Vote for 
‘McCaskrin.” He scattered the district with 
Placards, reading: “I am for Principles— 
George ‘Washington McCaskrin.” He or- 
ganized parades that filled the principal towns 
with bands and yelling boys. 

' All this time Mr. Dick had been popping 
corn at the edge of the public square and had 
been taking in subsidiary coin in large quanti- 
ties. He says he thought Mr. McCaskrin was 
the “ apostle of a new doctrine which might 
mean something for the common people.” 

He affiliated his interests with the candi- 
date’s. 

According to the statements alleged by Dick 
in a lawsuit recently started against Me- 
Caskrin, it was about this time that he began 
to loan the candidate money. At the close of 
each night's business, it is alleged, he would 
carry to Mr. McCaskrin such sums as he could 
spare out of the day’s receipts at the pop- 
corn stand—sometimes 75 cents, sometimes 
$1.05. 

Furthermore, at McCaskrin’s request, he 
asserts, he went campaigning in the dis- 
trict, leaving Mrs. Dick to pop the popcorn 
and glean the nickels. He organized and 
advertised for McCaskrin and the latter rode 
up and down the district on the white horse 
and the copcorn, buttered and Salted, at 5 
cents a sack, furnished sinews of war. 

The upshot of it was that enough people 
were willing to plump three votes for George 
Washington McCaskrin to elect hifm inde- 
pendent member of the last general assembly. 


Reform Bills in Quantities.

LONDON, Oct. 14.—Sir Henry Irving died a 
{ disappointed, broken hearted man. His last 
| days—even his last hours—were tinged with 
| the bitterness of a personal humiliation. He 
| had lost his fortune, had seen the Lyceum 
| theater, where he had achieved his greatest 
| fame and wheré he had produced his sub- 
limest tragedies, turned into a second rate 
music hall, while he himself was driven from 
, theater to theater, taking his chances for 
| favorable dates in the provinces as any or- 
; Ginary actor. 

it is now known that Irving lost vast sums 
during recent years in the elaborate but un- 
successful productions of ‘* Faust,’ ‘* Cor- 
jolanus,’* ** Robespiefrre,”’ and ** Dante,’’ and 
it was the run of bad luck which these plays 
encountered that caused the Lyceum man- 
| agement to slip from his control two years 
ago, compelling him to seek the hospitality 
of strange theaters. 

Neither his spirit nor his health survived 
this humiliation. His differences with Ellen 
' Terry aggravated the old xuctor’s troubles 
about the same time, when she esSaycd a 
| starring career on her own account. They 
' never were friends afterwards. 

May Be Buried in Abbey, 
It is likely that Sir Henry Irving will be 
' buried in Westminster abbey, in the poets’ 
| ¢gorner, where lie the bodies of Garrick, Mrs. 
. Siddons, and other theatrical celebrities. 

Already a movement is under way for the 

erection of a lasting memorial to the dead 


| tragedian. Ellen Terry is the first to suggest 
a municipal theater of the first order, where 
the standard of true drama as distinguished 
from miscellaneous entertainment would be 
| successfully upheld. A realization of this 
wish, Miss Terry says, would be a fitting 
| monument to him. 
Ellen Terry Distressed. 
Ellen Terry was greatly distressed at the 

news. She said: 3 
|“ 7 know all this has happened as he wished. 

He worked to the last in full possession of 
| his faculties. It rejoices me that he finished 
| his evening’s work. His last words on the 
| stage were: 
| | “* Through night to light. 
O God, into thy hands.’ ”’ 

The curtain went down leaving Sir Henry 
at the foot of the altar after uttering the 
words. He was slow in rising and an at- 
, tendant went to his assistance and found 
| him cold. He did not reply to a question 
| as to whether there was anything the mat- 
ter, but rose and went to his dressing room. 
On being assisted from the cab outside his 
hotel Sir Henry faltered as if exhausted, and 
it was noticed that he leaned heavily on the 
arm of his attendant. On reaching the hall 
of the hotel he said: ‘** Give mea chair.” 
| These were the last words he uttered. The 
| ¢hair was provided, but as his condition be- 
| Came worse he was removed to a couch and 
physicians summoned. He died before the | 
arrival of the doctors without a murmur or | 
any other indication of pain. 

In view of the doctor's certificate the cor- 
oner ha» decided that an Inquest is not neces- 
gary, and the body will be brought to Lon- 
don tomorrow morning. No definite fu- 
neral arrangements have been made, but the | 
family is understood to desire to have them 
| as simple as possible.

The utmost secrecy was preserved among 
the company’s officers as to the real serious- 
ness of the losses. Two of them stood guard 
over the captain and refused to allow him to 
be questioned. The boast of the Cunard 
company that it neVer yet has lost a passen- 
ger in an accident is a thing of the past. 


Disaster Suduen and Unexpected, 

The disaster came suddenly and unex- 
pectedly. The ship had run in baa weather 
for several days, and the wind veered 
around into a gale that threw up a bad, 
quartering sea. By noon the gale was whip- 
ping the sea so that the great vessel heaved 
and rolled badly. Down on the steerage 
deck promenade, perhaps ten feet wide by 
a couple of hundred feet long, sixty or 
eighty passengers were sitting, lounging, or 
walking up and down the stretch. 

It was just after tne dinner hour that the 
steerage passengers had crept around to 
the lee side wut of the wind. A number of 
Swedes we-e singing up near the forward 
end, ahd many women were sewing, Knitting, 
or gossipint, as they clustered along the 
rail, sitting on the odd foreign trunks and 
hampers or ounched up on the deck. The 
ship's officer strolicd upand down. A woman 
sitting on an upturned fruit crate was croop- 
ing to ner baby 

Boarded by Great Wave. 

The big ship was pitching a good deal, but 
not enough to drive the passengers inside. 
From the top of the solid rail to the deck 
above stretched a heavy woven net to keep 
any foolish steerage man, woman, or child 
from falling or being washed overboard, 

The ship began to run_into heavier seas 
after a little and the steerage moved rest- 
lessly. Many passengers went inside. Sud- 
denly the great craft shook at the attack of 
two huge rollers, then as it heeled over into 
the valley of water a great green sea rose 
up with a row of white teeth on its crest 
and roared in over the rail. It caught up the 
helpless immigrants like so many things of 
straw. hurled them im a screaming, jumbled 
mass down a long deck, precisely as a gutter 
stream swirls a cluster of dried leaves. 

Men and women fought and choked with 
all their puny strength against the mill race 
that ground them against the iron bulwark, 
steam pumps, braces, cleats, and deck irons. 
The great ship groaned and heeled until it 
seemed to persons inside it never would come 
back to keel again. The water tore open 
the net from its lashings as if it were a wom- 
an’s veil. It smashed out the heavy steel 
gangway, drove in the rail like tinfoil, then 
through the aperture spouted forth a stream 
of struggling emigrants. 


Swept Into the Sea. 

Three women and two men, caught like 
flies in a siphon jet, shot through the hole into 
the boiling seas thirty feet below. They 
went down like plummets; not once were they 
seen to rise to the surface. 

Three men swept by this outpouring torrent 
caught the edge of the gates as they dashed 
by them and by main force clung on until 
they were dragged back by rescuers. 

The water subsided sullenly, held in by the 
solid steel rail; while dozens of wounded, 
strangling beings fought desperately in the 
struggling mass to keep from drowning on 
deck. Dozens of men, rushing out from the 
inside, now hurled themselves into the ruck 
to save the helpless victims. A baby floated 
by, and a sailor tossed it through a door to 
a woman. Two men were dragged from the 
flooded deck, having been knocked senseless 
and slowly were drowning. 

A panic seized upon steerage passengers 
within; women shrieked and prayed alter- 
nately; men swore and fought to get out, cry- 
ing that the ship was sinking. They jammed 
at the doors and the crew had to fight them 
back to get'‘at the wounded. Sailors dived 
headlong at the floating bodies. A man stood 
in water waist deep laughing in hideous fear. 
A woman, kneeling on the deck apparently, 
sobbed and fought like a maniac to keep her 
head just above the swirling water. The 
steward yelled to her to get to her feet just 
as she sank beneath the surface. The stew- 
ard leaped in and draged her out uncon- 
scious. When they had carried her to the 
hospital they saw why she had not risen to 
her feet. Both her thighs were broken. 


Chicago Physician Aids. 

Slowly the list of injured grew until the 
saloon was carpeted withthem.

Lawmakers Censured for Refusal te 
Ask Advice ‘of Wives and Mothers 
in the Consideration of Bills—iIm- 
portance of Ballot for the Fair Sex 
Is Urged — Mentbers’ of Clubs Are 
Stirred by Mra. Catharine Waugh 
MeCulloch’s Document. 


A wail of despair has been uttered b 
the 
“ organized women of Illinois,’” and +4 has 
gone through the woman's club world like 
& wintry wind, chilling hearts and spreading 
gloom. The wail is 2,228 words long, actual 


oe ae gem of acrimony, 

ungent sarcasm, a teaspoonful of 
and dashes of plaintive pleadings. It has 
been beaten to a froth, brought to a boil, and 
set forth by Mrs. Catherine Waugh McCul- 
loch on four pages printed in small type. 

The women upbraid the state legislature 
for falling to take proper natice of them: 
they denounce the legislature for failing. to 
call them into consultation at the bedside 
of some of their legislative measures which 
died in the last general assembly for lack of 
proper nursing. They reproach the legisla- 
tive body for passing many measures with- 
out firet inviting their indorsemeht; they 
charge twenty-eight senators with bad faith. 
In conclusion, they warn the’club women of 
the state that the legislature may do terrible 
things. 

Women at Mercy of Men. 

“ But ft should not be forgotten,”’ runs the 
wail, “that all laws desired and secured by 
women are still at the mercy of men legis- 
lators. They ¢an move us women back to the 
conditions of the old common law, so that our 
Personal property, our wages, our clothes 
can wholly belong to our husbands, our real 
estate be wholly under husbandly control, 
our children be taken from ‘us, and we our- 
selves be subject to husbandly chastisement.

FATHER AND BABY BURNED 


CHARRED BODIES FOUND AFTER 
FIRE IS EXTINGUISHED. 


His 3 
Trapped 


Joseph Kantrimas, Carrying 
Months Old Daughter, Is 
in Little Room Under Stairway in 
Efforts Escape from Blazing 
Building—Boy Carries Two Small 
Brothers to Street—Police Believe 
It to Be the Work of Incendiary.

The charred bodies of Joseph Kantrimas, 
27 years old, and his 3 months old daughter, 
Anna, were found in a closet under the stair- 
way of a tenement building at 672 Jefferson 
street yesterday morning, after firemen had 
extinguished a fire, believed to be of in- 
cendiary origin. 

The circumstances under which the man 
and his child perished are a mystery, and the 
theeory first advanced by the firemen that 
Kantrimas set fire to the house has not been 
established. Neighbors believe that in his 
haste to escape he ran down the stairway 
and in his confusion he mistook the door lead- 
ing to the closet for the exit. 

The building. which was damaged, is a 
three story brick structure, two ‘families 
living on each floor. The fire started on the 
first floor and ascended by the stairway until 
the entire building wasin flames. It was dis- 
covered by John Jans, son of the landiord, 
living on the first floor, who aroused his 
paren and carried out his two brothers, 
Joseph, aged 7, and Stanley, aged 4 years. 

Leaps from Window with Girl. 

John Kozek, who lives with his family on 
the second floor, was aroused from sleep by 
shouts from the street, and awoke his wife 
and daughter, Annie, 8 years old. Kozek 
jumped from a side window to the roof of a 
building adjoining, holding the little girl fn 
his arms. His wife followed him. Joseph 
Siska and his wife escaped in a similar man- 
Twkntined started down the stairway with 
his wife and child. The woman. turned at 
the second landing ari escaped through a 
door at the rear. She did not see her hus- 
band again until the body was found. 

The damage to the building is estimated 


at $3,000. 
Girl and Mother Rouse Tenants. 

A dozen tenants of a two story frame store 
and dwelling at 476 West Chicago avenue 
were rescued by Mrs. Louis Stehl and her 
16 year old daughter, Carrie, when. fire 
threatened to destroy the building early in 
the morning. 

On discovering the flames the woman and 
her daughter hurried from the second to the 
frst floor and aroused Mrs. John Malloy and 
her daughter. Then, accompanied by Au- 
gust Friedrich. another tenant, they tra- 
versed each of the upper floors, awakening 
the other occupants. 

The origin of the fire is unknown. 
damage was $500, 


Girl Employes Flee from Fire. 

Twenty girls, employed in a tailor shop on 
the third floor of the building at 112 Fifth 
avenue, the ground floor of which is occupied 
by King’s restaurant, were thrown into a 
panic about noon, when a fire started in the 
stairway of-the structure. No one was in- 
jured and the fire was extinguished with a 
logs of $500, 

Fire which started in a pile of rubbish ina 
paint shop owned by the Albert Kretzber 
Sash and Door company, Ninety-fifth street 
and South Chicago avenue, in the evening, 
destroyed three adjoining frame buildings, 
which were used by the firm as storage sheds.

Flames Sweep a Structure 
Crowded with Sightseers; 
Thousands Imprisoned. 


TWO WOMEN ARE KILLED? 


Many in Panic Jump Into Track, 
15 Feet Below, and Are Caught 
in Human Vortex. «

Bucyrus, O., Oct. 14—{Special.}—Fliames 
swept the crowded grand stand at the county 
fair this afternoon while the races were on. 
In the panic which fallowed 600 per- 
sone were injured. Two women are said to 
have been burned to death. This report, how- 
| ever, has not been substantiated, and no 
bodies have been recovered. Several acres 
of exhibits were destroyed. The property 
loss will run into the tens of thousands. 


Hundreds Imprisoned by Flames. 

The fire was caused by the explosion of a 
gasoline stove under the stand. The thou- 
sands of spectators, whose interest was held 
by the happenings on the track, were uncon- 
scious of their peril until the flames were 
licking up the filmsy flooring at their feet. 
In the rush which ensyed the one exit was 
blocked and the mass of humanity impris- 
oned in the blazing building. 

Hundreds leaped to the track, fifteen feet 
below. Men, women, and children fell over 
each other and the ground in front of the 
judges’ stand soon was a struggling vortex 
ef panic siricken persons. Scores were 
bruised by the fall and other scores were 
burned badly before leaving the structure. 


tire Fair Wiped Out. 

The grand stand fell with a crash within 
seven minutes after the fire was discovered. 
As far as known, all had escaped by that 
time. 

In less than half an hour the entire fair 
practically was wiped out. The buildings 
burned like tinder. Most of the exhibits 
were ruined, and those in the structures un- 
touched by flames were damaged by being 
torn ruthlessly from their places. Two ex- 
hibit, halls were a complete loss. The build- 
ings were insured, but the loss on exhibits 
was total. ,

END OF RATE ARGUMENTS 


LAWYERS FINISH SPEECHES BE- 
, FORE JUDGE BETHEA. 


Decision Regarding Charges for Ship- 
| ping Live Stock Not Expected With- 
in a Month, as Attorneys Have Ten 
Days in Which to File Briefs, and 
It Will Take the Court Two Weeks 
or Lenger to Look Inte and Exam- 
ine Them, 


Arguments in the railroad rate case were 
completed yesterday before Judge Bethea in 
the United States Circuit court. The decision 
will not be heard for a month. as ten days 
were given the attorneys to file briefs, and 
it will take two weeks longer for the court 
to consider them. 

Attorney 8. H. Cowan, counsel for the in- 
terstate commerce commission; made the 
closing argument. He began his afternoon's 
address by denying that hée wee at all inter- 
ested in the Chicago Livestock exchange or 
the Chicago Stockyards company. Then he 
complimented the government (on the fair 
way in which it had conducted the prosecu- 
tion. 

‘We have not sought to hinder investi- 
gation nor to prevent testimony,’ he said 
Concerning tne charges brought! against the 
commission, Mr. Cowan said: 

“A man’s station in life does not affect the 
truth of his statements.” 

Mr. Cowan argued that the published re- 
ports of the railroad companies show what 
the railroads want them to show as to capi- 
talizgatton, and that the real figures are e. 
aggerated often. He dwelt at some length 
on the prevailing conditions of Shipping live 
stock In the Missouri valley. 

“They can’t ship east of there on local] 
rates,” he sald, “ and the published rates ap- 
ply only west of the river. Therefore there 
are no shipments east unless in violation of 
the law.”’ 

It is conceded generally by the attorneys in 
the case that the case will'not end in the Cir- 
cuit court. Unless Judge Bethea orders that 
the lower rates must go into effect at once 
it will be much more than a month before 
anything will result from the four weeks of 
talking.

BOTH SIGN THE PEACE TREATY. 


Czar and Mikado Attach Signatures to 
Portsmouth Document and War 
Is Officially Ended. 


Washington; D. C., Oct. 14.+The emperor 
of Russia and the emperor of Japan this 
morning signed their respective copies of 
the peace treaty, thus officially ending the 
war. 

Baron Rosen, the Russian ambassador, 
called at the state department today to tell 
Secretary Root that the emperor of Russia 


| had early in the day affixed his signature to 


the copy of the treaty drawn at Portsmouth. 
A few minutes after noon Minister Taka- 
hira appeared at the state department with 
@ message stating that the emperor of Japan 
had signed the treaty at Tokio. So both 
copies of the treaty having been duly signed. 
The Russo-Japanese war, which began Feb. 


8, 1904, with the attack by Togo’s fleet upon |

It is denied that the presi- 
dent and Secretary Taft gave any. inetruc- 
tions to Mr. Shonts in eonsequence of the 
criticism which arose through the awarding 
of the contract to Mr. Markel over a New 
York firm, which at first had submitted a 
lower bid. 

No Pressure on Shonts. 

It is stated that Mr. Shonts took the action 
himself after he had conferred with Chief 
Engineer Stevens and had ascertained that 
that official believed it would be more eco- 
nomical and advantageous if the government 
itself should feed the employés. Mr. Stevens 
recognises, it is said, that the work will be 
a dificult one, and may arouse considerable 
criticism, but he is willing to take the re- 
sponsibility. 

Under the contract as awarded to Markel, 
he was simply to provide the food, caok it, 
and serve it. The government wasas posed 
to furnish the accommodations for the em- 
ployés. 

The government is now running three ho- 
tels—one at Corogzal, which accommodates 
160. guest, and which is being enlarged to 
accommodate sixty more; one at Culebra. 
which can take care of 125; and one at Colon, 
where 150 can be housed. Bachelor quarters 
are being constructed at Ancon. In a short 
time, it is said, there will be ample accom- 
modations for all the men working on the 
canal, 

One of Chief Engineer Stevens’ subordi- 
nates, the chief of the office of the quarters 

and labor, has been operating the hotels, the 
price charged for board being §25 per month, 
Under the Markel contract the higher offi- 
cialis, who are known as “‘ gold men,”’ because 
they receive thelr pay in yellow coin, were to 
be charged $380 per month; the American 
mechanics were to pay $22 per month, and 
the “silver men,” as the laborers who re- 
ceive their pay in that white metal are known, 

were to give $12 per month. The isthmian 
c>nal commission office here has not received 
a schedule of rates which will be adopted by 
Mr. Stevens, but it is intended to make the 
charges as low as poss'h'e and at the same 
time provide the men wiih good food. 


No Ice Plant on Isthmus. 


I'ntil the United States began to construct 
the canal, there was not an ice plant on the 
isthmus. There were no refrigerating cars 
upon the Panama railroad, and the steamers 
which stopped at Colon and Panama were 
not equipped with refrigerating appliances. 

For the comfort of the employés, the com- 
mission started some time ago the construc- 
tion of an ice plant, and it will soon be in 
operation. The steamers which are owned by 
the government now have refrigerating 
rooms. Arrangements have been made for 
the purchase of fifteen refrigerating cars, 
which will be shipped as soon as possible 
to Colon, and put upon the road. When these 
appliances are ready, it will be possible for 
the gov ernment to buy large quantities of 
supplies, including meats and other perish- 
able stuff, in the United States. 

In the meantime the commission will depend 
upon the local market for the foodstuffs. This 
has met the demands heretofore made upon 
it, but, with an increase in the force of la- 
borers which will occur as soon as {it can be 
arranged, it will be necessary to buy else- 
where. As for as possible the commission 
will make purchases in the United States, 
but it is pointed out that Colombia and Ven- 
ezuela have large supplies of cattle, and Ar- 
gentina, which is itching to come Into compe- 
tition with the beef trust even in the United 
States, will desire to supply meats to the 
canal employés. 


Will Keep Down Cost of Living. 

In every possible way it is intended to re- 
duce the cost of living for the employés, but 
at the same time it is not intended that the 
government shall go down Into its pockets, 
The idea which is ruling is to prevent the 
employés from suffering from extortionate 
prices and to enable them to get proper food 
in order that the best results in the way of 
work may be obtained. In this will lie the 
advantage to the government. 

When Chairman Shonts arrives in Wash- 
ington Secretary Taft will talk with him in 
regard to the advisability of the employment 
of Chinamen as laborers in the canal zone. 
The secretary is now the recognized supreme 
head of the canal project. This was explicit- 
ly stipulated a couple of weeks ago, when he 
raised the question of transferring the canal 
work over to the secretary of state.

will make, may throw @ more charitable light 
upon Judge Baker's conduct. 

If he were sought by a postoffice employé 
and asked for advice as to whether a con- 
tribution should be made to the campaign 
fund and should suggest that it be done, that 
would be legitimate and no criticism could 
be made. But if Judge Baker had intimated 
that a man would lose his position if he failed 
to make a contribution, that would be a 
threat and would be improper.

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basis, there will still remain the necessity for 
the accumulation of large reserve funds. The 
reserve, in fact, is the foundation stone of 
life insurance. A life policy, if continued 
long enough to meet its provisi§@s, inevitably 
becomes a loss to the company in the long 
run. In this way it differs from fire insur- 
ance, because a man may continue to insure 
his building all his life without ever having 
a fire on the premises or being able to collect 
a dollar of indemnity from the company. 

I have found that there is a vast emount of 
ignorance about the building up of the re- 
serve to provide for the ultimate payment 
of a life insurance policy. Lots of people 
who are beginning to turn away from the 
whole system point to these enormous reserve 
funds of the large companies as evidences 
of the greed of the officials, whereas the 
larger the reserve the greeter the guarantee 
to the policy holder. If a man 35 years old 
wants to take out a straight life policy for 
$1,000, the actuaries, or insurance experts, 
will figure out that merely on the doctrine of 
chances, without the slightest consideration 
of expense, but entirely as a matter of theory, 
the premium on that man’s insurance should 
be $21.08. 


Figures in Expense Load. 

But of course there are the expenses of 
administration to be considered. For this 
reason the insurance agent proceeds to add 
to the net premium what he calls the “' ex- 
pense load.’ It has an ominous sort of 
sound, and yet it is entirely descriptive. In 
the casé under consideration, after it has 
been properly ‘ loaded,’ it will be found 
that the policy holder is required to pay an 
annual premium of $27.65. Now, if that 
policy holder were to live long enough, the 
amount of his premiums, properly invested, 
would of course, produce a sum sufficient to 
pay the amount named in his policy. The 
insurance company would then be about 
even, but it would have no money to pay the 
face of the policy, if it had spent all of the 
premiums in the meanwhile. 

The result is that the first thing it ts nec- 
essary to do is to set aside from every prem- 
lum an amount sufficient to pay face 
value at expiration of the period. when the 
mortality tables show a man is likely to die. 
If the policy holder dies before that time the 
company loses, if he lives beyond the period 
fixed by the actuaries and continues to pay 
premiums, the company wins. These two 
classes balance themselves, but it Is the 
reserve which must be drawn upon to pay 
the policies as they mature, either by death 
or endowment, or other limitations. 


How Sinking Fund Is Created, 

In the case suggested, the fixed reserve 
would be $12.88, and that amount would be 
set aside from the premium paid as a sink- 
ing fund to provide for meeting the final ob- 
ligations. For the second year this reserve 
would have grown to $26.13, and it con- 
tinues to increase a little bit every year to 
provide for the increasing liabilities of the 
death of the policy holder. When the amount 
set aside from hundreds of thousands of 
policies is brought into the vaults of a great 
insurance company it produces the aggre- 
gate millions which have furnished such 
abundant avenues of extravagance and theft. 

If this reserve fund is not properly invested 
the premium must be higher or the reserve 
increased. The object of the modern insur- 
ance company, therefore, is, first of all, to 
put aside a reserve such as experience has 
taught will be necessary, and then to invest 
that reserve so profitably that the income 
can be used to reduce the premium or to in- 
creage the profit for the stockholders in stock 
companies, and for the policy holders in the 
mutual concerns. 


Evils Are Administrative Only. 


There is danger that the people will misun- 
derstand the real issue and wl not recognize 
the fact that the trouble with the great life 
insurance companies is not one which is 
inherent in the system, but that the thievery, 
the extravagance, and the. disregard for the 
rights of the people are matters of adminis- 
tration only. The remarkable thing about it 
is that throughout this entire investigation 
there has not been brought out, up to the 
present time, any fact which tends to throw 
discredit upon the solvency of these graft 
ridden insurance. companies. 

The only startling demonstration Is the fact 
that the expenses have been outrageous and 
that unscrupulous officere have used idle 
funds for their own benefit without impairing 
in the slightest degree the solvency of the

Noted for Lavish Entertainments 
in Country Homes at Mor- 
ristown, N. J. 


New York, Oct. 14.—[Special,]—When Mr. 
John A. McCall, president of the New York 
Life, read in the report of the Insurance in- 
vestigation that his sturdy competitor, the 
Mutual, paid its chief officer $150,000 a year, 
what must have been his emotions? 

Mr. McCurdy is ifike most men, however, 
and seems not to have liked {ft known how 
modest his inceme really was, for his own 
son, whose function it was as general man- 
ager and member of the finance committee of 
Mutual Life to fix his father’s salary anew 
every year has told the committee that even 
he did not know how much McCurdy senior 
was getting. 

The testimony shows, however, that the 
McCurdys, father and son, and R. A. Me- 
Curdy’s son-in-law, Mr. L. A. Thebaud, did 
get, through their devotion. to the Mutual 
Life, something upwards of four millions of 
dollars in twenty vears. 


Live in Many Mansions. 


Mr. Richard A. McCurdy, president of the 
Mutual company, and his son, Mr. Robert H. 
McCurdy, who is its general manager, have, 
between them, four or five mansions in town 
and country, and have built up estates it 
would take generations of dissipation—or re- 
duced salarles—to spoil. 

The elder McCurdy—Richard A.—grew up 
with the Mutual Life. With the fabulous 
fortunes of the corhpany his pwn fortunes 
have naturally improved, and, as a matter 
of fact, it would be almost as difficult to 
trace his busirfess interests as if would to tell 
which of his modest rooftrees will shelter 
him over night. In former years Richard 
A. McCurdy lived amongst New York's old 
noblesse in lower Fifth avenue, once the 
abode of the aristocracy of the metropolis, 
and even now more or less exclusive in a 
residential way. 

When commercialism stepped in and bade 
society go further uptown Mr. McCurdy 
sought the pleasures of life on a beautiful 
estate.out of the city The delightful coun- 
try about the Orange mountains, in New 
Jersey, enchanted him, and he bullt a mag- 
nificent home on Dover mountain, near Mor- 
ris Plains, where, surrounded by 500 acres 
of green fields, and lawns, and verdant for- 
ests, he has lived in recent years. 


Country Homes in New Jersey. 


It wasn't long after the elder McCurdy 
built his country seat at Morris Plains that 
his son, Robert, followed suit. The younger 
McCurdy selected for himself a choice strip 
of land and, aided by the arts of the land- 
scape gardener, has made it even more beau- 
tiful than it was in the beginning. 

His house is on the way to his father’s 
from the railroad station, and not far away, 
on a lofty. knoll, is, the miagnificent home 
of Vice President Grannis, also of the. Mu- 
tual Life Insurance company. 

But the elder McCurdy has just built an- 
other home in Morristown, and entirely 
abandoned the enchanting slopes of Dover 
mountain, his old mansion there being closed

until further orders. There is something 
pa.hetie about the old place as it slumbers 
in the dreamy mist from the valleys and 
meadows around, of no use to anybody on 
earth. 

Conceals His Magnificence, 


And, what a house that is in Morristown! 
The casual observer who views it from the 
rear, as he must doif he standsin the street, 
gets little idea of the architectural expres- 
sion of this palatial home. Mr. McCurdy 
has sought to conceal all the tragnificence of 
his residence from the public view, although 
the rear view is sufficient to indicate that 
the*house has been conceived on a vast plan, 
and that the question of cost did not worry 
its designer much when he started about his 
work. 

The entrance at the left leads around to 
the front of the house, which is in the rear, 
so to speak. Here one finds himself at the 
threshold of a surprisingly pretentious es- 
tablishment. A large portico with columtic«s 
in front. at the foot of each-a life size lion 
in marble standing at full height, invites one 
to the main entrance. 

This opens upon the great reception hall 
within, where rare paintings adorn the walls 
and the costliest of bric-a-brac and furniture 
speak of the fortunes that have been spent 
to make this a regal palace. Giant gtair- 
cases lead to the second floor, where there 
are other réception rooms, suites for guests 
and the family, lounging places; and cozy 
corners. 

The latest house the McCurdys are build- 
ing is the city home of Robert H. McCurdy at 
29 East Fifty-first street, which is nearing 
completion. This dwelling has come before 
the public notice for having a new departure 
in home architecture—a sun parlor. 

This is on the top of the house and Is 18x12 
feet. It is built entirely of glass and hasa 
giass roff. It connects with a room which 
will be for the sick, making a kind of home 
hospital, which idea has been carried out in 
many of the splendid city residences of the 
rich of New York in recent years.

Members Argue for Two Hours. but 
Fall to Reach a Decision Favoring 
Either State or Federal Control— 
John C. Richberg Carries Off Hon- 
ors of Day by A@vocating Super- 
vision by National Government— 

Opposing Ideas on Subject. 


After two hours of warm argument yes- 
terday noon the Iroquois club appeared no 
nearer a decision as to its stand on federal 
regulation of life insurance than) it was 
before the meeting opened. 
journed discussion of a resolution for the 
acceptance of the report made by the club's 
insurance committee, which advises that the 
organization take every step in its power 
to effect national legislation, and a substi- 
tute motion that an endeavor should be made 
to secure uniform laws in each of the states. 

John C. Richberg, attorney for the board 
of assessors, who acted as chairmay of the 
subcommittee which drew up the report, 
waited until several speeches had been made 
by the ‘‘state rights’ advocates, They 
repeated the statement that the Supreme 
court had ruled that an insurance policy 
could not be construed as an instrument of 
commerce and therefore could not come un- 
der congressional! jurisdiction. 


Bomb in the Discussion. 


Then, after these speakers had dwelt lov- 
ingly upon their favorite point, Mr. Rich- 


‘berg carried off the victory of the day by 


launching a bombshell argument in his clos- 
ing remarks. 

‘It hag been repeated time and time 
again,”’ he said, ‘‘ that the question of the 
powers of congress in this matter has been 
settled by the ruling in the case of Paul vs. 
Virginia, and that there is no question that 
the national legislative body is forestalled 
from any action by this decision. As amat- 
ter of fact, a test never has been made of the 
power of congress, and never will be until 
it passes legislation which will bring the 
question before: theeSupreme court. 

‘* Decisions previous to any legislation by 
congress are reversed when a bill is passed 
and is sustained by the Supreme court.” 


Old Arguments Revived. 

The debate partook largely of the nature 
of that which arose when the report came 
up for consideration a week and a half ago. 
The speakers urging state legislation in 
preference to national, based their pleas upon 
the generally accepted doctrine of the demo- 
cratic party aiming to preserve the equal 
rights of the states. They were ied, as be- 
fore, by Frank G. Hoyne and Joseph B. 
David. who were supported by A. F. Reich- 
man, Charles B» Shackleford, Leon Horn- 
stein, Nober Gottlieb, and James A. Brady. 

Mr. Reichman met the statement that the 
states are incapable of satisfactory legisla- 
tion and that many of the legislatures are 
corrupt and undermined by the fact that it is 
éasier to buy up one congress than fifty legis- 
latures. He also urged that his suspicions 
were confirmed by the apparent eagerness 
shown by the companies themselves for na- 
tional regula.ion. 

Corporation Counsel Lewis came into the 
meeting while the excitement was at its 
height, but he was in a retiring mood and 
he refused to speak when called upon.

IN BIG DOWNTOWN HOTEL. 


Bellboys, Janitors, and Chambermaids 
Whisper of Murder in Great Northern 
Because College Boys Play with Bones 


Submanager of Great Northern hotel 
check room to bell boy [speaking yesterday 
afternoon|]—‘‘ The old man ’’—meaning the 
check room manager—'‘' has found a black 
bag full of human bones, in one of the boxes.”’ 

Bell boy to second bell boy—*' They've just 
discovered a murder in the. hotel. Founda 
skull and cross bones and bloody clothes in 
a suit case.”’ 

Second bellboy to fourth assistant janitor— 
“A dead body's been found In that little closet 
near the check room. It’s either a murder 
or suicide, the police don’t know which.”’ 

Janitor to chambermaid—‘** You remember 
them queer noises we heard the other night 
in room 411? Well, they’ ve discovered it was 
a murder. The manager of the check room 
is suspected. He was trying to hide the body 
when he was arrested this afternoon. It was 
a woman and he was jealous.”’ 

Chambermaid to assistant housekeeper— 
“ The check room keeper has Killed someone 
and committed suicide. He had the body ina 
trunk and was going-to throw ft into the lake 
when he was caught by detectives.”’ 

All hotel employés to diligent reporters— 
“It’s a murder allright. Bag full of bones; 
queer noises; detectives investigating; trav- 
eling man disappeared; management trying 
to hush it up; we don’t know nothing about it; 
ask General Manager Roth.’ 

The facts—A few human bones were found 
wrapped upina cloth, while some alterations 
were being made in the hotel check room. 

Manager Roth’s explanation—’’ The bones 
were part of the paraphernalia of some col- 
lege fraternity that has. been meeting here, 
They were forgotten, probably, months ago.”’

SUPREME COURT SO RULES.

Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chi- 
cago Loses Appeal After 
Long Litigation. 


All obstacles to the widening of the Chi- 
cago river between Madison and Van Buren 
streets were removed yesterday by a decision 


of the state Supreme court giving possession 


of 58.832 square feet of land on the west bank 
to the sanitary district. The, Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago railroad company, 
which appealed from the verdict of the lower 
court in the condemnation suit, not only lost 
its contention that the sanitary district has 
no power to condemn.but the court also dis- 
missed the company’s appeal from Judge 
Clifford's order granting immediate posses- 
sion of the property to the district. 

The railroad company, however, won a vic- 
tory in the amount of compensation, secur- 
ing $1,389,040 instead of the $886,844 which 
the sanitary district contended should be 
the sum paid. The larger figure was fixed by 
the jury in Judge Clifford’s court, but the 
drainage board appealed. The case went to 
the Supreme court, tnerefore, on three dis- 
tinct appeals, two by the railroad company 
and one by the drainage board. 


Widening Will Be Begun Soon, 

The strip of land acquired by the decision 
Will be dredged away for the widening of the 
channel, and the attitude of the drainage 
board is that there need be little if any delay 
before the actual work commences. The 
railroad company, the board members say, is 
entitled to no consideration in the way of 
time for vacating the land. 

‘‘ The larger monetary verdict,’’ said Presi- 
dent Carter, “‘ was secured by the claim be- 
fore the jury that the company should be 
recompensed for being obliged to vacate the 
land at once In the event of a drainage 
board victory.’’ 

The strip of land varies in width from three 
feet to sixty ieet. Few buildings encroach 
upon it, but the walls of the freighthouses 
come in many places close to the proposed 
dreaging line. The damage to the founda- 
tions of the. freighthouses and the probable 
necessity for moving or remodeling many of 
the structures was one of the chief points of 
contention in the suit. 


Four Years of Litigation. 

- The condemnation suit was started aaginst | 
the railroad company four years ago. Two 
years elapsed before it came to trial in Judge 
Smith's court, where, after weeks of trial, 
@ valuation of $806,000 was placed on the 
property by a jury. This verdict Judge 
Smith threw out of court, alleging that the 
sum was insufficient and contrary to the evi- 
dence offered during the trial. 

The second trial began last fall before 
Judge Clifford, and ended early in the present 
year with a verdict placing the damages at 
$1,389,844. The drainage board asked for an 
order of immediate possession, and Judge 
Clifford granted it. The appeals followed. 

President Car- 
ter, “‘is satisfied with the outcome of the

** Except in this money particular the san- 
itary district won a decisive and most im- 
portant victory.

May Build New Union Station. 

Frank J. Loesch, counsel for the railroad 
company, claimed the money decision as a 
victory,.and admitted that the company 
would have to vacate the land. 

He emphasized the loss of freight facili- 
ties which the company would suffer, and 
intimated that the Pennsylvania railroad 
company, to which system the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne , and Chicago belongs, is con- 
sidering the advisability of abandoning the 
present Union station, along the whole river 
front of which runs the condemned strip, and 
of erecting a new station farther south. A 
report has been circulated recently that the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, which also 
uses the Union depot, is planning for a 
freight terminal on the east side of the river 
farther south. 


LEITER SUED FOR DAMAGES. 


Relatives of Persons Injured and 
Killed in Mine Explosion Take Ac- 
tion Against Zeigler Company. 


Relatives and friends of persons who were 
injured or killed in an explosion at the 
Ieiter mine at Zeigler, WPl.. April 8, 1905. 
brought nineteen suits for $5,000 damages 
each in the Superior court yesterday against 
the Zeigler Mining company, which is con- 
trolled by Joseph Leiter. The declarations 
filed In the suits charge the company wiih 
responsibility for the failure of a large ex- 
haust fan to work. This fan is supposed to 
expel the gas and foul airfromthemine. Its 
failure to work properly is said to have been 
one of the principal causes of the explosion.

The tppuble in getting the game started 
lay in the fact that every promoter with a 


; pull wanted ¢o control the game on his in- 


dividual side of the town. Those who were 
not as strong pulitically then declared: “If 
I can’t run I'll take good care that so and 
80 don’t cut in.” Or, “ If so and so opens up 
and don't’ declare me in I'll stop him in a 
hurry.” They then hauled out their reepective 
pulls, had them lugged to the mayor, and, 
presto! change, another nail. was driven into 
the lid which they were striving to lift. It’s 
& great game, this wire pulling for the box- 
ing controllership, despite the fact the game 
hardly js worth the trouble. 

The -feneral impression is there is nothing 
but money in boxing shows, but this is a false 
impression, as some promoters can attest. 
It would be interesting to those not on the 
inside to know that any club, with preten- 
sion to class, is at an expense of several thou- 
sand doNars before it opens its doors fora 
boxing show, as will be seen by the following 
list of expenditures roughly estimated: Hal] 
rent, $250; erecting ring and arranging hall, 
$50; extra chairs, say, 2,000, $100; printing, 
$25; press work, $75; Pinkerton men, $25; 
ushers, $15; ticket sellers, $10; doormen, $10; 
matchmaker for preliminary bouts, $25; tele- 
grams to secure out of town boxers, $10: 
transportation for out of town boxers, de- 
pends on the distance, so will put it at $100; 
referee, $50; announcer, $10; gloves, $10; three 
preliminary bouts, about $125; semi-windup, 
$150; windup pair, if not engaged on-a 50 
per cent of the gross receipts basis, $1,000: 
incidentals, $50. Total, $2,065, and a few 
more items to hear from, to which,-I might 
add, trouble in dodging the horde of compli- 
mentary flends, worriment, gray hairs, and 
sleepless nights.

Brighter eyes, clearer complexions, and a 
more erect carriage are the three main di- 
rections in which appearances have im- 
proved. As for the darker side of the shield, 
* it is said that the climate of England is be- 
coming deteriorated, the beauty of the land- 
scape destroyed, the productiveness of the 
earth decreased owing to the loss of sun- 
shine, which plays so important a part In 
life.”’

“The presence of dust and smoke in the 
atmosphere often assists in the formation 
of fogs and mists, and some authorities as- 
sert that Englani/ receives less sunshine 
nowadays than was the case years ago, when 
the atmosphere was clearer. 

** Since the introduction of wood paving,”’ 
hé continued, *“‘many complaints are heard 
of the irritating effect of dust on the throat 
and eyes, and it was questioned how far 
this might be responsible for the large 
number of cases of pneumonia in England. 
During the last summer the dust raising 
propensities of automobiles, too, had created 
a condition of affairs which, if unattended 
to, might be followed by serious conse- 
quences. The dust that is raised by wheels 
in traffic carries into the atmosphere germs 
of every description, creating incalculable 
mischief.”’ 

Latest [11 Automobile Eye. 

To add to the numerous new ills which the 
fiesh is falling heir to is what is called the 
“automobile eye,’’ sufferers from which are 
flocking to Wiesbaden. Many automobilists 
have left off goggles of late, and this re- 
sulted in a crop of inflamed eyes. 

They are going to Wiesbaden, said an offi- 
cial of the British Medical association yes- 
terday, in order to combine the taking of 
the waters, which have nothing to do with 
the automobile eyes, with consulting Dr.

The painted ceilings of Seaford 
house are models of artistic decoration, while 
the furniture ts entirely French. Bven the 
smallest fittings of the mansion are unique 
in their way, Lord Howard de Waiden's 
study table, for instance, being crnamented 
with feminine figures of solid silver, each 
bearing a real seashell, through which elec- 
tric lights throw a soft radiance. 

The house was opened for the first time 
during coronation year, when its beauty wae 
the talk of the town. This housewarming, 
however, like many such gatheringe which 
come off from time to time during the Lon- 
don season, was marred by the presence of 
crowds of people who had not been honored 
with invitations. They surged up the mag- 
nificent staircase; they Invaded every room 
in the house, and devoured so much food 
that the story went the round that two great 
London caterers had to come to the reseue 
and send down all the provisions they had 
in stock.

WARNING FOR MONACO. 


Ex-Attache Suggests Principality 
Should Profit by Fate of . 
Moresnet. 


_ [BY EX-ATTACHE.] 

Although the Boer republic in South Africa 
and the kingdom of Mad r,.as well as 
Burmah, have disa from the map of 
the world as independent states within the 
last twenty years or so, yet so long a time 
has elapsed since a Européan state was wiped 
out of existence that the fate which has just 
overtaken the tiny republic of Moresnet calls 
for more than mere passing notice. In fact, it 
is necessary to go back to 1870, when the 
papacy was deprived of its temporal sov- 
ereignty, and when its dominions, including 
the city of Rome, were absorbed by the King- 
dom of united Italy, to find a paraltel for.the 
annexation of Moresnet by Belgium. 

Moresnet, as an independent state, dated 
from the treaty of Alx-la-Chapelle, and is 
said to have been indebted for ite existence 
to either faulty charts or else to ignorance 
an 9s in connection with the nego- 
tiation of the’ treaty, at the conclusion of 


which it was found that an area of territory |\ 


bordering on the frontiers of Prussia had 
been overlooked, An additional agreement 
was therefore made, according to the terms of 
which Moresnet, which is considerably less 
than a thousand acres in extent, was de- 
clared to be neutral and was later on placed 
under the joint protectorate of Prussia and 
Belgium, while the inhabitants were au- 
thorized to form a sort of republican govern- 


ment. 


Moresnet a Haven for Gamblers. 

- Moresnet’s existence was ignored by the 

public until two or three years ago, 
when Moresnet attracted a good deal of un- 
enviable attention to itself by taking ad'van- 
tage of its Independence to offer a refuge to 
the various owners of public gambling es- 
tablishments who had been driven out of Bei- 
gium, and in particular from the scene of 
their profitable operations at Ostend, Spa, 
and Namur by the Grastic laws enacted by the 
national legislature at Brussels despite the 
opposition of ‘King: Leopold. All arrange- 
ments were made between the tiny republic 
and the gambling establishment owners to 
comy'ert Moresnet into a second Monte Carlo, 
hotels were erected, casinos constructed, and 
gardens iaid out in the most approved fash- 
ions, when, moved by public indignation, 
the governments of Prussia and of Belgium 
as the two sugerain powers su<ccaenly in- 


“‘tervened and prohibited any further execu- 


tion of these designs under the threat of 
driving out the gamblers by a force, not of 
troops, but of German and Belgium police, 
and of abolishing the Independence of Mores- 
net. 

. With no alternative but to yield, the antici- 
pations of Moresnet’s people of the aavent 
of a- golden era of prosperity were rudely 
dispelled, and the hotels and casinos which 
had been constructed for the accommoda- 
tion of gamblers from ali parts of the world 
remain to this day unoccupied, falling into 
decay, a sorry reminder to the people of 
the erstwhile republic of the futility of their 
dreams. 


Moresnet Not Consulted. 

The negotiations between the Prussian and 
Belgian governments, necess.tated by this 
jcint action to prevent Moresnet from de- 
veloping into another Monte Carlo, had the 
eftect of leading to a discussion by these two 


powers as to the policy of the elimination. 


of the little republic from among the Inde- 
pendent states of Europe. Offering, as it did, 
a refuge to offenders against the civil and 
criminal laws of both countries, as well as 
a point of vantage for smugglers, it had 
‘become a source of much annoyance and trou- 
bie to its big neighbors, and its action in

and of the Hapsburgs of Tuscany and Mo- 
dena, who were identified with everything 
most reactionary that it is possible to con- 
ceive, has undoubtedly paved the way for 
progress and enlightenment. Of course Aus- 
tria, and in a lesser degree Russia, took ex- 
ception to the extinction of the sovereign 
states. But everywhere else the unification 
of Italy was welcomed with manifestations 


of approval. 


Other Kingdoms Wiped Out. 


During the near half century, which elapsed 
bet ween 1859-'60 and that congress of Vienna 
which signalized the overthrow of the first 
Napoleon, no sovereign states passed out of 
existence in Burope. But the congress not 
only did away with the kingdom of West- 
phalia, which the great Corsican had creat- 
ed for his youngest brother, Jerome, grand- 


father of the present secretary of thé United 


States navy, but it also placed its stamp ef 
approval on_the extinction of nearly 100 petty 
states of Germany that had been wiped out 
of existence by Napoleon during the wars by 
means of which he ‘had remodeied the map of 
Europe according to his own ideas. 

It generally was admitted that by doing 
away with them he had rendered a service to 
the cause, not only of Germany but also of 
Europe, and although the sovereigns whom 
he had dispossessed were conceded certain 
rights and prerogatives by the congress in 
the way of compensation, yet neither their 
dominions nor their thrones were restored 
to them. For then, as now, petty states are 
regarded as more or less of a nuisance, and 
they owe their existence merely to tolerance 
dependent on their good behavior, a fact 
which Monaco would do well to take to heart,

Deaf Mutes for Postal Service. 


Sir William Mulock has caused thé deaf 
and dumb institutions in each province to 
be notified that the postoffice department is 
prepared to receive applications from deaf 
and dumb persons under 30 years of age 
for positions in the various postoffices as 
sorters of mail matter and other positions 
for which they may prove to be qualified. A 
list of applicants will be made up from 
which Suitable persons are to be selected. 

Sir Willam, who is postmaster general, 
wae made aware some time back that the 
circulation of embossed books for the blind 
was badly handicapped by the charges for 
postal delivery, which for heavy weights 
like those referred to, were almost prohibi- 
tive. He had the postal law amended to per- 
mit the free transmission of this class of 
postal matter. The result is, books of the 
circulating libraries for the bfind are now 
passing regularly through the mails. The 
loss of the public revenue is too small to be 
considered ih comparison with the benefit.

“Would Trade Tariff with Australia. 

The Canadian government is endeavoring 
to ascertain whether terme can be arranged 
with the Australian commonweaith for a 
special tariff on imports from either country 
if a mutual preference proves.to be imprac- 
ticable, as appears to be probable in view 
of the attitude of Australian political parties 
on the subject. Under the recent ruling of 
the commonweakh ciapping the Canadian in- 
land freight charges on the value of the im- 
ported goods for tariff valuation, it is im- 
possible for Canada to compete with any 
chance of success against imports into Aus- 
tralia from the United States, and the su'- 
sidized. direct steamship Hine between Cana- 
dian and Australian ports will have to with- 
draw its stéamers tunléss the regulation is 
rescinded, of which there seems no present 
probability... The Australian government has 
replied to representations on the subject that 
the reguigtion cannot be modified. 

The only ‘alternative is'a gave and take 
tariff between the two countries, and with 
regard to this Canada is willing to meet Aus- 
tralia more'than half way. In the meantime 
it is suggested that. the subsidy now paid to 
the Canada-Austraiia line may be trans- 
ferred to a Canada-New Zealand line under 
the mutual preference tariff,.the latter col- 
ony having intimated its willingness to dis- 
cuss the question of subsidizing the line. 
The attitude of Australia throughout the 
Pacific cable, the direct steamship and tariff 
negotiations has been almost uniformly of a 
character not at all calculated to promote 
the closer relations that the Canadian au- 
thorities hoped to establish.

| their own homes. All that Harvard or Yale 


can give them they can get at state inetitu- 
tions such as those of California, Illinois, 
Minnesota, Michigan, and Wisconsin, and 
at the great Chicago university. These edu- 
cational centers, less hampered by tradition 
ahd conservatism than those of the east, 
have made more rapid progress. They have 
been prompt to recognize the increasing de- 
mand for the best instruction in the arts 
and sciences—the instruction which enables 
& young man to earn his own living when he 
leaves the university. In view of the high 
rank western institutions of learning are 
taking there is less and less disposition on 
the part of parents to send their sons a 
thousand miles from home for an education 
which can be had at their own doors. 

Perhaps the older institutions give bétter 
facilities in some respects than the newer 
ones. There may be a few special subjects 
which can be studied there to better advan- 
tage, but the newer ones give all the facili- 
ties which 90 per cent of the students wish 
to avail themselves of. The classics are no 
longer supreme. The percentage of stu- 
dents who desire a technical education such 
as Johns Hopkins provides is growing. 

The natural result will be that Harvard 
and Yale will become more and more purely 
local institutions. One-third of the students 
at Yale come from Connecticut. The pro- 
portion should increase as other sections of 
the country build up colleges which are in- 
ferior to none and which are responsive to 
the special needs or aspirations of the com- 
munities they serve. 

But the boys of Michigan or Wisconsin 
will not go to Ann Arbor or Madison in in- 
creasing numbers unless the citizens of 
those states take local pride in their univer- 
sities and insist that state authorities shall 
make them wéorthy of home patronage. 
Legislatures will be generous when their 
constituents insist on it. There ought not 
to be any excuse for a young Illinoisan be- 
ing compelled to go to Connecticut or Mas- 
sachusetts for education in. the higher 
branches of learning. It ought to be pro- 
vided here. It can be, and it will be soon. 

The common excuse for sending a young 
man away from home for an education when 
it was not absolutely necessary hes been 
that it broadened his mind to spend a few 
of the formative years of his life in a com: 
munity differing in many respects from the 
one in which he wasreared. Doubtless that 
excuse will still be urged. It will be said 
that it is desirable for the young man of 
the west to associate with the young man 
of the east.and make acquaintances in that 
part of the country. The young man from 
the west may run the risk of losing more 
than he gains. He may be helped socially 
and harmed morally. The type of civiliza- 
tion found in fashionable circles in New 
' York and Newport is not so highly developed 
t emacs as to make it absolutely essential 
for the western young man in order to com- 
plete his education to be intimate with other 
young men who are familiar with that pecu- 
liar civilization. They do not seem to be 
any better than those of the west. 

The boy détermines the choice of the col- 

lege to which he shall be sent oftener than 
the father. He usually has his own way 
unless the father is stubborn.. The boy is 
influenced by. his associates at the prepara- 
tory school, If those of hia classmates to 
whom he is most attached are for any rea- 
son going to an eastern college he will wish 
to go with them. 
It is desirable that western boys should 
go to western preparatory schools, for if 
they do they will be more likely to go to west- 
ern universities. The best preparatory 
schools are in the east, and eastern univer- 
sities have a great advantage. thereby. 
There are no schools with a national reputa- 
tion in the west. Some which might have 
won it have been abandoned. 

The universities of the west should recog- 
nize the need of local preparatory schools 
of a high order and do what they can to 
secure them. Without them the western 
ideal of home education for home boys ¢can- 
not be fully attained. 


THE PEOPLE CANNOT BE SCARED. 

It is fortunate for Americans that they 
are not easily frightened. If they were 
they would have been in a state of appre- 
hension about the stability of their gov- 
ernment and the preservation of their lib- 
erties ever since the foundation of the re- 
public. There have been from the begin- 
ning American Jeremiahs who have rent 
their garments and cried “ woe, woe.” 
There have been earnest men who have 
been so fully convinced that free institu- 
tions were in imminent danger that they 
felt it to be their solemn duty to plead with 
their careless countrymen to see the sit- 
uation as they—the earnest men—saw it. 

In spite of numerous positive assurances 
that the government could not last, it has 
lasted. The people have not allowed the 
constant cries of “wolf, wolf” to rob 
them of their peace of mind. They paid 
little attention to the prospects of evil in 
the early days of the republic and they pay 
less now. One reason for their indiffer- 
ence is that the alarmists who predict that 
Americans will become slaves instead of 
freemen, unless their advice shall] be fol- 
lowed, cannot agree among themselves as 
to the source of danger. 

A few days ago Henry. Wade Rogers, 
dean of the Yale law school, delivered an 
address before a massmeeting of the Anti- 
Imperialistic league. He portrayed the 
growth in the powers of the president and 
saw in it what seems to him a menace 
to the republic. He said ‘“‘the fathers,” 
those fountains of all wisdom, looked on 
executive power with distrust while their 
descendants did not seem to fearit. He 
bade them beware of the insidious ad- 
vance of Cesarism—but not of the trusts. 

Gov. La Follette lectured here a few 
days ago. His remarks were not cheer- 


ment has in effect ceased to exist, and that 
the people are fast losing their independence 
and becoming industrial slaves.

+ that they should fear and against whom 


he wishes them to take up arms, or Be 
forever lost, are the great corporations and 
“the money power.” Of executive power 
he expressed no fear. 

Shall citizens become alarmed with Dr. 
Rogers or become gloomy with Gov. La Fol- 
lette? Shall they sit up of nights worry- 
ing over Cewsariem or the corporations? If 
they be average cheerful American citizens, 
imbued with the belief that “ everything 
will come out all right,” gvhich has sup- 
ported the country in many tribulations, 
they will not worry about either. 

The people cannot be frightened into 
fearing the corporations, for they know 
they are the stronger. The people are not 
alarmed because’ the presidents of this 
generation exercise more extensive powers

THE BAR ASSOCIATION VOTE. | 
The result of the judicial “ straw ballot” 
of the Bar association will surprise no one. 
The four sitting judges who have been nom- 
inated by the republicans—Kavanagh, 
Gary, McEwen, and Ball—are given a de- 
cided and, in some instances, an overwhelm- 
ing preference over their democratic oppo- 
nents. It is manifest that the lawyers ap- 
preciate the desirability of retaining the 
services of a good judge. Mr. Stuart G. 
Shepard, in view of the fact that he is a 
candidate against a sitting judge, received a 


| highly complimentary vote. 


In passing judgment on the merits of the 
men nominated to fill the vacancy caused by 
Judge Shepard’s death, the members of the 
association’ found themselves in a quandary. 
Ben M. Smith, the republican nominee, is an 
admirable lawyer who is popular with his 
brethren. So, too, is Edgar B. Tolman, the 
democratic candidate. If either of them had 
been pitted against somebody else he doubt- 
less would have received a considerable ma- 
jority. The candidates being equal in pop- 
ularity and merit the vgtes were nearly 
evenly divided. Mr. Tolman got 365 to 357 
for Mr. Smith. Mr. Tolman’s slight major- 
ity may be due to the fact that because of 
his having been corporation counsel he is a 
little more widely known than Mr. Smith. 

Mr. Pinckney, who was nominated to fill 
Judge Dunne’s vacancy, is a more experi- 
enced and a better known lawyer than Mr. 
Doyle, the democratic candidate. That is 
the only reason why Mr. Pinckney got two 
and a half votes for every one cast for his 
rival. 

Thefe is no partisanship in the Bar asso- 
ciation vote. It gives the unbiased senti- 
ment of several hundred practicing lawyers 
as to the comparative merits of the candi- 
dates. 


TO INVESTIGATE WOMEN’S WORK. 

Club women, in taking steps to secure a 
thorough investigation as to the conditions 
under which women work in the United 
States, have started an excellent move- 
ment. There has been legislation by sev- 
eral of the states in respect to the em- 
ployment of women, but most of it has 
been comparatively ineffective. Women 
still work in American shops and factories 
and even in mines under circumstances 
which are not conducive to their physical 
and moral good or to that of society. One 
reason why American labor legislation has 
usually not been effective is that lawmak- 
ers have not thoroughly understood the 
conditions with which they were attempt- 
ing to deal. A correct and complete knowl- 
edge of symptoms must precede success- 
ful diagnosis and prescription for social 
as well as for physical ills. 

The body which has heretofore in this 
country made the most accurate and search- 
ing examinations into the conditions of 
employment of women, as well as of other 
workers, and the wisest recommendations 
touching their: amelioration, is the Massa- 
chusetts labor bureau. It has from time 
to time submitted elaborate meports upon 
the wages of women, the‘ effects of differ- 
ent kinds of work upon their health and 
that of their offspring, the reasons why 
factory labor is preferred to domestic serv- 
ice, ete. Owing largely to the work’ of 
this bureau Massachusetts has perhaps the 
best laws regulating the conditions of em- 
ployment in the United States. The club 
women do not intend, however, to appeal 
to the states to collect the data they de- 
sire. They will call upon congress to have 
it done, and President Roosevelt, it is said, 
will back them. 

The federal government is _ better 
equipped to make a speedy investigation 
than are the governments of the states. It 
ean turn the job over to the census bureau, 
which has already, in its report of 1900, 
presented elaborate statistics regarding 
the nunibers of women engaged in. the 
various lines of work. It seems probable, 
however, that in the long run greater bene- 
fits would be conferred upon working 
women by endeavors to get the states, and 
especially the great industria! and manu- 
facturing states, to create efficient labor 
bureaus like that of Massachusetts than 
by an appeal to congress. The federal 
government can investigate the work of 
women, but it cannot legislate in respect 
to it. The states can investigate, and they 
ean also adopt such laws as the peculiar 
conditions in each seem to demand. Fur- 
thermore. an efficient state labor bureau is 
a permanently useful institution, while the 
results of a single investigation or- 
congress are likely to be

PARIS TRACTION CRISIS “COMING. 

Of all the great cities of Europe—Lon- 
don excepted—the most belated in its con- 
ditions of surface transportation is Paris. 
The old fashioned buses still serve a large 
fraction of the public, the tramways ex- 
hibit an astonishing diversity in’ power 
systems and management. There is there- 
fore a conspicuous lack of unification in 
routes and operation, and the fares are 
generally excessive as compared with 
European standards elsewhere. 

Nor is Paris well served in the matter of 
sufficiency of accommodations. The much 
quoted fact that no bus or tram is allowed 
to carry more passengers than it has defi- 
nite places for does not mean that there 
are ample places. Un the contrary, the 
omnibus and tramway stations, where pas- 
sengers draw their numbers and await 
their turns, are not only thronged with 
people during the busy hours but people 
are often compelled to wait from five to 
thirty minutes before they can be accom- 
modated. 

The new underground system—still being 
extended—and the “ penerration ”’ lines, 
entering the city from the suburbs, afford 
some relief, especially since the fares of 
both are less than those of the Genera! 
Omnibus company, which controls the bus 
and tram lines operated exclusively within 
the walls. The existence of 10,000 cabs, 
however, averaging perhaps 35 cents per 
trip, shows how insufficiently Paris is pro- 


vided with popular means of travel. 


This situation is now approaching a 
crisis. The fifty year monopoly franchise, 
granted to the General Omnibus company 
in 1860, expires five years hence. The 
question is, therefore, what will Paris do 
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of extraordinary interest. This interest 
lies nét alone ithe péssibility that the 
city may municipalize all facilities. There 
is no assurance indeed that.this, method 
will be adopted. It lies in the suggestion 
that some well knit and broadly compre- 
hensive scheme—more broadly compre- 
hensive perhaps than has ever yet been 
adopted by any great city—may be worked 
out by Paris for local transportation, 
against the year 1910. The French cap- 
ital has a unique opportunity in this direc- 
tion to promote its future development, and 
if it is true to its reputation for prudence 
it will do the work of planning before, not 
after that eritica] date has arrived. 


HENRY IRVING. 

The eudden death of Henry Irving re- 
moves from the stage one of its most original, 
unique, enthusiastic, and cultivated repre- 
sentatives. He was thinker and scholar 
as well as actor. He thoroughly believed 
in his calling, and no actor at any period 
has done more to dignify his profession or 
to elevate the stage than he. That he should 
have been honored by royalty for his work 
was a fitting reward, and yet probably the 
highest reward from his point of view was 
the new beauty and great improvement in 
sta 
w appreciation with which the public 
regarded his efforts. 

Criticism of Irving has been various, and 
has been largely influenced by his manner- 
isms of voice and gait and genera) personal- 
ity, but if scholarship and intellect can make 
an actor great, then Irving must be con- 
sidered one of the greatest, and worthy to 
be ranked with Garrick, Kemble, Kean, and 
other famous English actors of the past. 
He was not an emotional! actor in any sense, 
and even in his most melodramatic charac- 
ters he was not “ sensational,” never senti- 


-mental or stagey. He appealed to the heart 


through the brain, For more than a quarter 
of a century he has been England’s fore- 
most actor, and whatever opinion Ameri- 
cans may have had of him, certainly no 
European actor has ever been more cordially 
welcomed here, not only as actor but as 
gentleman and scholar. 

Heury Irving was naturally a man of re- 
fined nature and high ideals, and these qual- 
ities showed themselves in everything he 
produced, Perhaps, indeed, he will be long- 
est remembered not so much for what he did 
on the stage as for what he did for the stage. 
He unceasingly maintained the highest 
standards. He brought his artistic feeling 
and appreciation to the preparation of every 
play. It is not too much to say that he 
revolutionized the methods of dramatic per- 
formance and was the originator of all that 
carefulness of detail, historic accuracy, and 
beauty of setting which now characterize 
representations. And with all this he 
maintained the dignity of his profession and 
gave to it new meaning and strong defense 
whenever it was assailed. He wasa kindly 
gentleman, a gentle scholar, an artist of 
lofty ideals, loftily upheld. He ennobled 
his calling more than it ennobled him. 


THE TAGGART CASE DECISION. 

The decree in the Taggart divorce case 
is not. what many of the thousands of news- 
paper readers who closely followed the trial 
expected. But Judge Eason heard a great 
deal of testimony which, although impor- 
tant from the legal] standpoint, was not re- 
ported by the newspapers. He saw and 
heard all] the witnesses, and therefore had 
the best opportunity to judge of their cred- 
ibility not only by what they said but by the 
way they said it. He is experienced in the 
weighing of evidence. His decision and 
the review of the testimony by which it is 
accompanied, although extremely unfavor- 
able to Mrs. Taggart, may therefore be 
accepted as & fair and just determination of 
the case. 

Judge Eason did not confine himself to 
condemning the womaninthecase. He also 
courageously pointed out the men whom he 
regarded as having participated in the 
wrecking of the Taggart home. Some of 
them aré regular army officers. The testi- 
mony, in the court’s opinion, proves that 
they have been guilty of acts unbecoming 
soldiers and gentlemen. Early court mar- 
tials can hardly fail to result. The army 
ean remove discredit brought upon it by the 
misconduct of its members only by prompt 
punishment of the guilty. 

The disclosures in the Taggart case have 
probably led some to regard army officers 
as commonly given to loose living and army 
posts as centers of gayety of a doubtful 
character. Such a view is far from the 
truth. The life of army posts is as clean as 
American social life generally, and a large 
majority of American army officers are 
intelligent, sober, and clean. The excep- 
tions only s serve to prove the rule. 


CHICAGO’ 5 ‘EVENING SCHOOLS. 

The Chicago evening schools will open 
Monday for the 1905-06 term. The large 
preliminary registration indicates that the 
attendance this year will break all records. 
The have been showing a rapid 
growth in recent years. In 1902-08 the 
average attendance was 5,650. In 1908-’04 
it was 8,242. Last year it was 10,951. 
Various causes have codperated to produce 
this increase. Probably the chief is the 
growing excellence of the teaching force. 
It is not generally known that the average 
ability of the teachers in the evening schools 
is actually greater than that of those in the 
day schools. Applications for positions in 
the night schools come mainly from the best 
teachers in the day schools, and appoint- 
ments are given to these strictly in the order 
of their proved merit. 

W hile the teaching staff has been improv- 
ing and the attendance has been increasing, 
the schools have been growing in number 
and broadening in scope. There are now 
twenty-nine, They are scattered through- 
out the city, but most of them are in the con- 
gested districts. In the early bistery of the 
schools they usually closed before the end 
of the year for want of pupils. The re- 
markable interest now taken in their work 
is illustrated by the fact that during the last 
three years not one schoo] has been closed 
on this account. 

A large proportion of the attendance is 
composed of young men and women in Offices, 
shots, and factories who have lacked edu- 
vational opportunities or failed to take ad- 
vantage of them, and who now see that they

advance and earn better wages. Many of 
this class are taking such elementary 
studies as reading, writing, spelling, etc. 
The night schools also offer people who 
work in the daytime an opportunity to prose- 
cute special studies, such as bookkeeping, 
etenography, manual training, drawing, 
and domestic science.

There are too many people 
willing to glorify Géd by waiting for wages 
they have never earned and harvests they 
have never sown or cultivated. Men cannot 
too soon lose that kind of faith or learn to call 
it folly. 

We are more than the sheep of his pasture; 
we are his people; therefore Providence 
means more than gifts of plenty and paths of 
peace. It means often weary ways, toil. 
fightings, sorrow, pain, dark nights with no 
stars. It means ways we cannot understand. 
Our plans have been for ease and prosperity; 
it seems, perhaps, we have earned them. 
Then comes hardship and adversity. We 
looked for delights and there came but dis- 
appointments. And all these things but mean 
to us that Providence means more than our 
protection; it means our education, our per- 
fection. 

The best thing that you can do for a sheep 
may be to put it into the richest pastures; 
there may be some people for whom the all 
wise can do nothing better. But for a man. 
for his people, the best thing you can do is 
to throw him out inte the barren fields, where 
he must dig and toil, to tear down his arbors 
of ease and his walls of safety that he may 
learn to build better. The saddest, dreariest 
life of all would be the one for which so many 
of us are ever praying, the one unmixed with 
sorrow or. disappointments. 

The divine purposes are the best promises 
of Providence. The infinitely wise and good 
will not be content with anything short of 
perfection. If we are his creation we can be 
sure of his care, the care that educates, dis- 
ciplines, and perfects. All nature certifies 
to this assurance; it Is all a record of the 
mighty power that works out perfection. 
that develops ever higher forms of life. And 
the great, wide open book of the field and the 
hillside has the same revelation for him who 
will read as that recorded long @go by the 
singer of Israel. 

But in the process of the perfecting the 
ways of Providence seem strange indeed. 
Perhaps a man can no more understand the 
infinitely higher and more intricate purposes 
that are being wrought out in his life than 
the plant can comprehend the theories of the 
botanist. Here in the struggle, often bruised 
and bitter at heart. a man needs faith to 
know that out of it all comes the good and the 
glory unsearchable and immeasurable, that 
though right may seem to be worsted, though 
night settle down everywhere, though hearts 
be near to breaking, and eyes know no resi 
from tears, yet the infinite goodness is over 
all; 
work of love accomplished, 
are working together for good, 
gocd well worth the waiting for. 

This faith defends the heart from despair; 
this hope nerves formobler endeavors. Noth- 
ing causes all things to work together for 
good better than the confidence that the 
worst that can be is yet a way to the best 
that is to be.

Later he was chaplain 
of the Lock hospital. The hymn, with its tune 
‘* Ttallan Hymn,’’ has won for itself no uncertain 
place in the worship of American churches, al- 
though its use is by no means so general in other

Man is born in the Indian, 
Mohammedan, Christian, Jewish religion; he has commenced to think of 
his soul, and on every side he sees 199 new religions, each of which, like 
his own, affirms that it alone is true and that all the others are false. 
What shall he do? There remains but one thing for him:-to say that all 
the religions are inventions, that all are false, and to live for a little 
happiness. If God has placed man in such a position not only does he 
not love him, but, far from being a father to man, he is his principal 
enemy. Satan could not have designed better for the destruction of man. 


Or religion is nothing but a deception, and the sooner man casts it far, 


from him the better it will be for him. This is what many think now, and 
But they are alone in 
thinking it, because all do not think thus; only a hundredth are of. this 
opinion; that is why it is not terrible. But if the majority begin to think 
thus, then men will cut each other’s throats, for without faith man is but 
an animal. The majority of men live only because there is faith among 
them. It is in the shadow of those who have faith—the majority—that the 
unbeliever can exist; but that all should be unbelievers and live is im- 
possible, because it is religion alone that. unites men. Religion, then, Is 
necessary. 


And if religion is necessary, then why is it not one? Why in it -do 
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there actually exist thousands? This is.what I said to myself so long as 
I did not seek after God; and since I have commenced to seek him I say that 
religion exists among all and that it is one. And the better I have known 
other religions the more clearly have I understood that what is found in the 
scholarly treatises and that which speaks of the existence of thousands 
of religions, all that is but one vast error. Since men exist there has been 
always one religion, always the same, and this religion is inclosed in the 
religious books of all nations and then in the heart of every man, 

There are divers religious doctrines, but religion is one—faith in that 
which man is, why he lives, how he should live, that which he must expect 
after death. To say that the divers religions doctrines are different relig- 
ions is the same thing as saying that a man who speaks another language 
than ours does not express the same things as we. To say that religions 
are different because they are expressed in different forms is the same 
thing as to say that the meaning of words is different if they are pro- 
nounced in different languages. And I cannot say this, because I know 
that a Hindu, a Chinese, lives according to God, with love, simplicity, and 
submission, following the doctrine of his religion, and that a Christian lives 
in the same way, according to his. So 1 must say that their religion is the 
same, but that they express it in different ways—what I would call the 
meaning of the words pronounced in Russian or in French. If I see a 
Frenchman, after having spoken a certain word to another Frenchman, 
receive from the latter the scissors, and a Russian, after having spoken 
a certain word to another Russian, also receive the scissors, I conclude 
that they have mentioned the same word but with different sounds.

held him till help came, so saving a life nearly lost in an attempt to de- 
stroy its own. 

Zola, in an interesting paper, “ Why I Love My Dog,” analyzes his 
extraordinarily strong affection for his dog, and his analysis reminds me 
of this divine plea of Fuller's for kindness to “ those dumb creatures, whose 
dumbness is the oratory of pity to a conscientious man.” “ For,.me,” 
writes Zola, “when I questivun myself, I believe that my love for )ani- 
mals comes from the fact that they cannot speak, explain their needs, or 
describe their sorrows. A creature who suffers and has no means to make 
us understand how and why it suffers! Is it not frightful? Is it not 
agonizing? So much does thig dumb suffering trouble me that I find myself 
rising in the night to assure myself that my cat has had her cup of milk.” 

The little dog which inspired Zola's passionate plea for kindness to 
animals first found its way to the novelist’s heart thus: “I had a little 
dog, a griffon of the smallest kind, whose name was Fanfan. One day, at 
the dog show at Cours la Reine, I saw him in a cage with a large cat as 
a companion. He regarded me with eyes so full of sadness that I asked 
the attendant to let him out of his cage for a little while. As soon as 
he was on the ground he commenced to walk like a little toy dog. En- 
thusiastically I bought him. It was a little mad dog. One morning, after 
I had had him about a week, he commenced to turn in a circle, without 


absorption in his inventive processes and the least tangible proportion of 
common sense, tact, and business ability. But, however this may be, his 
case is typical. He is bewailing the absence of opportunity. He is sore 
and discouraged because he has not found in his case that men with money 
are on the “ lookout for new ideas.” He doubts that “ business men, men 
with money, captains of industry, and the like, are anxiously and at-all 
times looking for these ‘men with ideas.’ ” 

We will suppose that this complainant has the ideas which he can de- 
liver. We concede that the thing which needs merely money to push it to 
success is all that he claims for it." But we must go further and concede 
also that there are 10,000 other inventors in the United States who are ex- 
actly in his position! Where did this one complainant go in search of the 
man with the money? What is that one element of chance against the 
five pointing to marked success? It ought not to be possible that this 
chance in the invention itself lies covert in his statement, “I think I have 
it near to the successful point now, only that the lack of funds is holding 
it back.” : 

But laying the concessions aside, I fear that here is the trouble for 
this man to whom only $1,000 is necessary to start him on the road to mil- 
lions. He has come to his full stop, not on the proposition of showing what 
a perfected contrivance will do, but to that fuller stop connected with 
showing how $1,000 might perfect the contrivance which, if perfected, can 
be demonstrated as capable of making millions. And this is one of the 
poorest propositions in the world to the average man who is seeking re- 
sults. Distinctly he will not put up his good money in order to nurse a 
possible dream belonging to another man, But the man whose dream has

better; to object to taking affection for granted. A man is too apt to think 
that the mere fact of his marrying a woman ought to convince her of his 
love for her thenceforth and forever. On the contrary, she likes to have 
his continual assurance that he thinke it the best thing that ever happened, 
to be told over and over again that there never was and never could be any 
other woman in the world who can compare with her in his eyes. 

Sacrifices are absolutely essential tu the happiness of married life. 
There must be a’ continual giving up of one’s own will to that of another, 
thought for another rather than for oneself. The greatest happiness pos- 
sible to man is that found in making happy another who is dearer than 
self. The man labors gladly to provide a hom for the woman whom he 
loves; the woman joys in haking that home a haven of rest and peace for 
the man whom she loves. ‘“ There is no service,” says Sir «hilip Sidney, 
“like his that serves because he loves.” 

In every relation of life, in marriage more than in most, the art of 
making the best of things is worth infinitely much. There always is a best 
if one takes pains to find it; never was truer word spoken than that 
“there is nothing so bad that it might not be worse.” When the wife 
or husband is quick tempered the blaze is usually over quickly. Wisdom 
remembers that “ where no fuel is the fire goeth out,” and replies with the 
soft answer which turneth away wrath. If stupid, he or she usually Is 
placid and. good tempered. -People with the ovovine temperament may not 
be entertaining, but they are generally reliable. A post by the wayside Is 
rarely a thing of beauty; it bears neither flowers nor fruit, but such as it is 
it is always there, steady to rest against, safe to tie to. 

Be not quick to take offense, neither in haste to tell unpleasant truths. 
Silence is not necessarily untruth, and a sharp tongue is sure to stir up 
strife. It is fhe part of discretion to be “ more than kind ”’ to the virtues 
of those with whom one is associated in one’s daily life; it is also wise 
to be “a little blind” to their faults when it is possible not to notice them.

tion table,’ operated on a dog, cutting out part of its bowels, stitching the 
ends together, and then stitching up the opening he had made in the ab- 
dominal wall. The operation was done'under anesthetics, and therefore 
is called painless. Well, the second night after the operation the dog lay 
there crying in pain. Its cries attracted another dog in the laboratory 
which was waiting the same fate. It broke loose from its tether and went 
to the help of its wounded companion. It gnawed through the cords that

Whicu is one of the plainest emphasizings of the fact that a 
young man who has ideas on rail making has no business in a shoe factory! 

Right here comes in the question of opportunity and the making of that 
opportunity. One may go into an establishment employing perhaps a thou- 
sand men, and a canvass of the employés on a confidential basis would re- 
veal scores and scores of young men who will say: * O, this is no place for 
me; I don’t care a continental about this work; it’s all out of my line.” Yet 
in these scores of indifferent ones will be dozens of protestants against the 
statement that the employer is “always looking out for ideas.” Some of the 
brightest mentalities in such an institution are most likely to be in this in- 
different class. Which is an added reason why the employer has his eyes 
wider open than otherwise in search of those men of ideas whose “ ideas 
shall be in his particular line of industry. The plodder type, which doesn’t 
know whether it is satisfied or not, is barren. And the dissatisfied bril-

ton street, 120 feet west of Desplaines, for 
$126,500. The property is opposite the Sears- 
Roebuck plant, and ite purchase marks the 
facquirement by the latter of the entire block 
bounded by Fulton, Wayman, Despiaines, 
and Union streets.

In view 
of that: testimony there is no occasion to wonder why there is such a uni- 
versal demand for these resignations. The demand dees not stop there— 
it insists on more: restitution of the trust funds and prosecution for their 
illegal use. If you could r the hundreds of letters that I am daily re- 
ceiving from the New York Life policy-holders, judges, bankers, lawyers, 
merchants, professors, physicians and others, residing in all parts of the 
United States, you would realize that their opinions and combined judg- 
ment are not impertinent, but have been called into expression by the 

_ things revealed in the management of their company and that their wishes 
should be no longer disregarded. 

You are aware that the Attorney-General of New York has under con- 
sideration my request that he bring suit to oust Messrs. McCall and Per- 
kins from their respective offices and to recover the funds misappropriated 
or wasted. You are aware, also, that the District-Attorney has under con- 
sideration the prosecution of those officials who have been guilty of acts 
in violation of the Penal Code. You are further aware that the insurance 
officials of some of the States have already taken steps to revoke the 
license of the New York Life to do business in those States, and that it is 
probable that other States will follow. 

The conservative and independent New York Evening Post, in an 
editorial published Oct. 5, entitled “Outraging the Moral Sense,” concluded 
with these words, in referring to Mr. McCall: 


“But the time has come, we submit, when the policy-holders, 
agents and directors of the New York Life must seriously ask

I have not the slightest doubt that both Mr. McCall and Mr. Perkins 
would resign upon your demand. That you should make such demand is 
obvious. Can you, as the trustees of this great company, with its four 
hundred millions of assets, doing business all over the world, afford to 
take the responsibility of refusing to act or delaying action until the last 
vestige of confidence in and the credit of the New York Life is destroyed 
and the company driven out of various States? 

Do you not realize that the business of the company cannot thrive un- 
der such conditions, and that the New York Life will simply become the 
target for agents of other life-insurance companies whose management has 
not been impeached? -Some years ago I was instrumental in forcing the 
resignation of the President and the Chairman of the Finance Committee 
of a prominent life-insurance company for their official misconduct. That 
was accomplished without publicity. The recent publicity of life-insurance

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OBLE DE HAAS, traveler and lecturer, has 
found the laugh for which he searched 
through seven years—and the possessor of 
the laugh will within a short time become 
the bride of the man who fell in love with 
her voice.

just been revealed at Scituate, R. L, and the story of 

the strange love affair and its happy ending is being told 
through all that district of Providence county. 

For seven years, at the cost of much time and much 
money, De Haas sought for the owner of the laugh with 
which he was in love—and it was he who told the story 
of his long search and his strange love affair.

Arranges Series of Lectures. 


In March, 1898, De Haas was lecturing on “ Picturesque 
America,”’ and using a stereopticon to illustrate his talk. 
He had traveled widely in his life and had secured thou- 
sands of photographs of the beauty spots of the United 
States from Maine to California, and, under the per- 
suasion of a lecture bureau, he had agreed to give the 
illustrated lectures through the cities and towns of New 
England, especially under the arrangement of the bureau 
with churches and societies. 

De Haas lives in Boston and from there he made tours 
to the smaller towns and cities that dot New England. 
His original photographs, which he colored himself with 
beautiful effects. and his brilliant powers of description 
earned for him something of a reputation through the 
territory that he covered and he was in demand for return 


dates. 
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Takes Picture That Caused Laugh. 

His first season as a lecturer was in 1897, and, during

Society amateurs, lodge entertainers, and elocution- 
ists and lecturers of lyceum circuits are among the fre- 
quent recruits to vaudeville.

The Japanese child has all the candy she can eat. Great 
sticks of boiled sugar, made into a delicious candy, are 
placed within her reach, and at all hours of the day she 
ean help herself.

The Japanese physicians hold that sweets build up the 
muscles. In most countries they give a child meat to make 
it strong. The Japanese hold that sweets make the system 
healthy, and that a child craves sugar and should have it. 
“A child,”” they say, ‘‘is an excellent judge of its own 
food. Place before it a dozen dishes, and it will take the 
food that is best for the system. 

Such things as poor fats, rich pastries, and the strange 
salads and odd mixtures which are placed on other tables 
do not grace the Japanese board. But the children are 
treated to chicken and rice, good fish, and all the sugars 
and nice sauces they can eat. This makes them strong and 
well.

eo thus the Trinity in concrete form is the triple image of 
the Trimurti, Branma, Vishnu, Siva, Father, Son, Holy 


Spirit. As a remarkable English student of Hinduism re- 
marks ‘‘There we have in concrete forms adapted for wor- 
ship the threefold Brahman, who is the cause of the uni- 
verse; his three aspects shown in their separate manifes- 
tations in order that they may be understood a little better 
by the limited intelligences of men. The creative aspect 
is shown forth in Brahma, by whose mediation all things 
are produced; he expresses the universa! mind. the divine 
chit. The life which is in everything, the life which per- 
meates, which sustains, the infinite support, the founda- 
tion of the universe, that without which the universe 
could not be maintained, waich is present in everything, 
ir.every atom of that universe, is Vishnu, the all pervader; 
the sustaining life of God; he the dual is the aspect of 
bliss.

He who is sometimes called the destroyer, but is 
rather the regenerator, whose fire comes down to burn up 
every form when its usefulness is over in order to liberate 
the life that is within the form that it may take higher ex- 
pression and fuller manifestatton.

Gods of the Elements a Mighty One. 


“Then coming downward from the Trimurti we have 
the seven great elements, each of which is a form aspect 
of a mighty intelligence, a God, of whom five only are at 
present manifest, and two concealed. These five are 
Indra; Agni, fire; Pavana, air; Varuna, water; Kshiti, 
earth.”’ . 


These Gods of the elements, Indra, Agni, Pavana, 
Varuna, and Kshiti—these are real entities, great spir- 
itual intelligences, and each one of them has his own re- 
gion; each one of them is lord and sovereign ruler of that 
particular element which is the expression of his nature, 
and below him there 1re countless hosts of gods or Devas 
in ever descending order until you come down to the lowest 
manifestations of all on the physical plane, the lowest 
gods of Hinduism, who have to do with the absolute form- 
ing and building of the physical bodies of our physical 
world. Agni is the ruling god of fire, and is fire in every 
region of the universe—electric fire, a'l flashings of light, 
light fn the highest heaven as in the lowest earth. These 
all come under his rule, are modes of his being and con- 
dition it according to the region where the manifestation 
takes place down to the physical fire that burns on the 
hearth, whose gods are manifested by his life.

“Would you talk to the laborer in his field, who 
knows nothing but his seed, his crops, ais cattle, his 
hopes of rainfall and sunshine, his wife and children— 
would you talk to him of the spotless, partless Brahman?”’

And why not, 
since there is nothing ‘ moving or unmoving that may exist 
bereft of me,’ and therefore the lord is in the stone or the 
tree, and ne is worshiped, and not the mere outward 
form?” 

Because it is the attitude of the soul that is impor- 
tant and not the intellectual form in which it is couched, 
by these means men gradually rise to the fone supreme 
image of him who is the lord of the universe, the one 
lord above all. They are constantly reminded that they 
do not know God as he is, but only a little ray of him, 
as much as they have capacity to receive.

Brahman Exists Unmanifest. 


The one supreme Brahman exists unmanifest. ‘‘ No 
human tongue can express that which is beyond this all. 
Only we know that all comes forth from that; that is 
everything, though no words may describe that.

All this is wrought out by the slow course of evolution, 
by birth after birth, by death after death, by that suc- 
cession of births and deaths which takes place unceasingly 
in three worlds.

Save Waste by Knowledge. 

Not long ago the Metropoitan Elevated 
road system in Chicago discovered that the 
green or careless motorman was costing the 
company heavily in the starting and stopping 
of*trains. At his post the motorman has his 
swinging arm, which at Starting should be 
turned to the first notch on the indicator dial 
then to a second notch for an increase in 
speed, then to a third notch, and finally for 
full speed to be swung around to the stop 
notch at the end of the arc. In reverse man- 
ner in stopping a train the same movemen)s 
were required. 

But the new man, or the careless One, likely 
would make a chance move in Suessing the 
length for an instant, then Swing the arm to 
the stop, thereby wasting a considerable cur- 
rent and incidentally toppling the straphang- 
ing passenger into somebody’s lap. 

It.was worth while to save this loss in 
power, and to do it an automatic electrical] 
device was installed through which the elec- 
tric current Was sent down in the required 
Casy stages merely by the full swing of the 
lever to the stop notch. Now as these trains 
are operated, starting and stopping, the mo- 
torman swings the lever out as the train is at 
rest, and the start is the perfection of smooth- 
ness; then at a certain track sign as he runs 
into the station he needs only t» swing his 
lever back and the train stops au(oma tically, 
with the same evenness and pricision. All 
that the waste of curfent might be stopped. 

+ . 

Training and Education Needed. 

From the point of view of the w orker, how- 
ever, men who are accomplishi: g these in- 
noevations in the electrical fleld are the tech- 
nical workers. One of the heart breaking 
experientes of the manufacturer is for the 
old fashioned man of the “evut and try ” 
method to bring in something which so far 
as the man himself is concernd is a “ new 
invention,” yet which had bees discovered 
more than ten or fifteen years bi fore. 

The history of any work of the kind is the 
essential. Otherwise a man might appear 
suddenly from a backwoods s-@tion of the 
ccuntry with @ new and most effective suk 
Stitute for the punk that once was so neces- 
sary in lighting a fire with the old flint and 
steel. 

To.ay for a man to exercis his inventive 
geniusyin the electrical field without having 
a thorough knowledge of that field is more 
than hopeless. It is an economic crime. An 
invention to be practical and practicable 
must be intimately related with every other 
condition in electrical progre#s. Without its 
correlation with things that have gone be- 
fore it may be less than n>thing. In some 
of the big electrical institutions are swarms 
of good men in the ranke of ordinary elec- 
trical work doing the best that is in them and 
to the satisfaction of managers.’ superin- 
tendents, and foremen, even while the com- 
pany is sending out and seeking less con- 
scientious and less willing men of .echnical 
training who can step intelligently into the 
positions above these tried and true workers 
in the lower positions. 
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Poor Boy Has Best Chance 


HERE has been a disposition to be- 
lieve that poverty has been overrated 
as @ promoter of success, and yet the 
many millionaires who started poor de- 
clare that no worse luck can happen to 
a man than to begin life with a dollar. 
Schwab apeaks of the success as beginning 
with “‘the indispensable heritage of poverty.” 
Daniel K. Pearsons declares that “‘most peo- 
ple who are good for anything are the ch'‘ld- 
ren of poor parents. They make the right 
sort of men and women.” “ The poor man is 
the man whose son is most likely to succeed 
in life.’ |“ It is not pandering that makes 
purpose,” and “‘men need to hustle,’ he 
adds, with the emphasi® on the need. 
Carnegie says, “‘I would almost as soon 
leave a young man a curse as to burden him 
with the almighty dollar.” ‘“ Consider your- 
self fortunate,’’ says Charies R. Flint, “if 
you have to struggle or are struggling—it 
develops strength,’’ while Rockefeller de- 
clares, in speaking of and to the poor boy 
from the country, “To my mind there ifs 
something almost unfortunate in being born 
in the city. You have not the struggles in 
the city.that we have had who were reared 
in the country. Don’t you notice how the 
young men from the country keep crowding 
you out here—you who have wealthy fathers? 
We men from the country are willing to do 
more work. We are prepared from our ex- 
perience to do hard work.

How 20 Tons of Papers 


Reach 70,000 Readers. 
By J. L. Graff. ; 


LECTRICITY is now used to load 

: twenty tons of Sunday morning news- 

papers into an electric motor car as 

well as to furnish the power to speed 

the car over a route along which !¢ 

distributes the papers to 70,000 people. ¢ The 

car is manned -by a crew of six men, who 
distribute the big bundles on the fly. 

Some months ago it was found desirable to 
furnish the people of the wealthy and pros- 
perous Fox river valley in Illinois with the 
last edition of the morning papers, not only 
on Sunday, but every day of the week. Up 
to that time these readers had been receiving 
the fast mail edition, which left Chicago on 
the early mai] trains. The publishers of the 
several papers arranged with the Aurora, 
Elgin and Chicago Electric railway to run 4 
special newspaper car, to leave the city 
about 4 a. m. and to make the fastest possible 
tirhe to the region that it desired to supply 
with the latest news and to lay the papers 
on the breakfast table. A trip over the en- 
tire line shows the success that has been at- 
tained in the venture and in maintaining a 
regular service. 

¥ Me 
Great Bundles Fed Into Cars. 

The papers are hauled to.a convenient sta- 
tion of the Metropolitan elevated railway, 
over which the contracting line enters the 
downtown district. From the wagon the big 
bundies are fed into a huge machine that 
works on the principle of an endless chain 
and carries in pairs big iron arms or hooks 
on which a bundle of papers may rest un- 
harmed. The chain carries the hooks and 
the bundie they hold over a pulley at the top 
of the elevated structure. As the package 
is carried over the pulley it is released and 
it rolls down an inclined platform and into 
the side door of the car that is waiting on 
a side track. 

There are six men on the platform and in 
the car. They are Robert Schaefer, con- 
ductor; Charles Prickett, motorman; Fred 
Grote, Charles H. Seymour, Frank Homan, 
and Otto VWeisbrook. One of the men calls 
out the addresses of the packages as they 
fall from the chain into his hands, and the 
other men take them away from him and 
joad them in the car in the order in which 
they are to be removed. 

When the last package has come up from 
the wagons below the conductor gives the 


signal and the electric newspaper distributer 
rushes toward one of the most populous re- 
gions of Illinois. The car has been built 
for this especial purpose, {s equipped with 
four heavy motors, each of which has a 
power of 125 horses and geared for speed. 
This car has frequently covered about forty 
miles, making fifteen stops or slowdowns, 
delivering (papers at each of that many 
piaces in fifty-two minutes. There are 
straight stretches where the car with its big 
load has run over the rails at the rate of 
eighty miles an hour, and the crew claim 
that, on more than one occasion, it has cut 
down a four mile stretch in two minutes. 


* * 
Covers Whole Valley in Two Hours. 


The car connects at Wheaton with another 
that runs to Wayne, Elgin, and at the latter 
again connects with a car to Carpenters- 
ville. The special car from Wheaton runs 
down the east side of the river to Aurora, 
where two more cars are connected, one for 
Yorkville and the other for Batavia, Geneva, 
and S8t. Charles. This covers a route of 
nearly 100 miles, covering’ prectically all of 
the towns in the valley before breakfast 
time. 

Some idea of the immense business thai 
the electric newspaper carrier hasgbullt up 
may be had when it is stated that the dis- 
tributer who controls the circulation of the 
papers at Aurora receives from this car two 
and a half tons of Sunday papers. He em- 
ploys thirty-tive men and boys and twenty- 
five two wheeled carts with which to deliver 
the big sixty and seventy page pdpers to 
customers in that town, and they have them 
at breakfast. 

One of the most interesting features of the 
handling of this car and its business is the 
manner in which the papers for a whole 
town are delivered while the wheels are still 
rolling, and without causing them to stop. 
The bundles are piled from the floor to the 
top of the door, the sliding door being open. 
The men balance this huge pile on the edge 
of the capacious opening, and when the plat- 
form of the station is reached off goes the 
entire consignment in one mass. 

Many Chicago merchants have their homes 
in the Fox river valley, and the advertising 
patronage of a great newspaper finds a cir- 
culation in such a territory a valuable one.

Winchell Made by Poverty. 

When Benjamin F. Winchell’s father failed 
in the printing business in 1874, during the 
panic of that year Ben Winchell was forced 
to go to work instead of going to Yale. He 
was 15 and he had graduated in the high 
school at Hannibal, Mo. In dvuing this, which 
was in itself quite a distinction, he had been 
getting ready to enter Yale the next fall. 
What he did do was to take a job the next 
day. It was as general utility boy in the 
round shops of the “ St. .oe*’ at Hannibal, 
and after a few months he was promoted to 
timekeeper for proficient services. In three 
years he wert to the Atchisonand Nebraska, 
his headquarters at Columbus, Neb., in the 
freight department of the general office 
building. In two years more, the Burlington 
bought this road and Winqgpell, who had 
gained a comprehensive knowledge of rail- 
roading, was offered the position of general 
passenger agent of the Kansas City, Fort 
Scott and Gulf. at Kansas City. He re- 
mained here fifteen years and saw the road 
grow in mileage from 20010 1.500 miles. Next 
he was general passenger agent of the Union 
Pacific, Denvér and Gulf. Soon after he was 
called to St. Louls as general manager of the 
Frisco system, which is now a part of the 
Rock Island System, In thé same year he 
was offered the vice presidency of a new line 
formed from his old road if he would come 
back. Then he was elected president of the 
Memphis.

Poverty P eee Early Start. 

It was here at Kansas City that he was 
known as the “ boy president of the Mem- 
phis.”” He was well under 40 and he had just 
been promoted to one gf the best positions 
on the railroad, His picture was published 
on one of the first pages of a newspaper. 
“Surely, that isn’t his picture,’ was the 
general comment. “ There must be a mis- 
take. hat is his son's picture.”’ 

If Winchell had not started at 15 he prob- 
ably would not have done al] this. At least 
the steps of success which took him twentv- 
five years would not have brought it while 
he was still so In the prime of life that people 
regarded him as a boy wonder unti] they 
found out what they had not believed possi- 
ble—that he was over 30. 

The great thing about poverty is that it 
starts men out early. 

* » 
Schurman Lived in Privation. 

Viewed from all points, probably one of the 
greatest successes recorded is that of Presi- 
dent Schurman of Cornell university. “ It 
is impossible,”’ he gays, “for the boy of today 
to appreciate the poverty of the life asit was 
on Prince Edward's island forty years ago 
It had no railroads or daily newspapers, nor 
any of the things that are commonplaces 
now to the boys tn country districts. I was 
never inside a theater until I was 20, and did 
not see a railroad until I was in my teens. 
The only newspaper was a little provincial 
weekly, and the only book the bible and 
‘Pilgrim’s Progress.’ And this was all 
since 1854. My father had cleared away the 
land upon which our house stood, and no 
amount of land or work could yield more 
than the necessaries of life in that t!me and 
place; Though there were eight children of 
us my father was no poorer than his neigh- 
bors.” 

These were the conditions which forced 
the boy to go to work at 10. He had become 
@ clerk in a country store at $30 a year. when 
he was 13. He had become a college stu- 
dent at 18, supporting himself by working !n 
the evenings as a bookkeeper. He had won 
a scholarship in the University of London, 
in competition with all other Canadian stu-

dents at 20. He was professor of philosophy 
at Acadia college, Nova Scotia, at 25. He was 
president of Cornell university at 88. And in 
all this he never had a penny that he did not 
earn after he was 10.

Poverty Forces Them to Win. 

Sir Thomas Lipton was 15 when he came 
to America in search of fortune, after having 
already saved enough from his earnings to 
pay his passage. His parents were 80 
poor that he sent money back ty them out 
of the little he earned in the California rice 
fields. It was the poverty of the Maine farm 
which drove Senator Perkins to ship as a 
cabin boy when he was 14. For the same 
reason Senator Patterson of Colorado be- 
came a printer's devil at thesameage. Sen- 
ator Tillmran was the son of poar people and 
began to take care of himself at 14, and so 
did Senator Gorman, who became a page in 
the senate at thatage. Senator Alger, v. 0 
lost his parents at 11, supported himself for 
the next seven years by working on a farm. 
Col. Albert A. Pope was only 11 when he 
earned money raising and selling vegetables 
and doing odd jobs at farm work with which 
to support himself.

Vreeland Started as Iceman. 

Herbert Vreeland was the son of a poor 
preacher who had seven children, and he 
began to earn his living by filling ice carts 
when he was only 13. Within a short time 
after he had covered four of the promotions 
of his way upward, by being first put to 
shoveling gravel, then to track walking, and 
then being made switchman, fireman, freight 
brakeman, and conductor, and finally super- 
intendent of the floating equipment, when he 
lost his ob through the road's changing 
hands and had to begin all over again. Val- 
entine P. Snyder started poor and was ex- 
tremely young when he got the position of 
messenger boy-to the bank in the little town 
of Hudson, N. Y. Chauncey F. Blair did the 
samé in Chicago. Thomas F. Ryan walked 
the streets of Baltimore in search of work 
after the last of the few dollars with which 
he had been started out from home was 
gone. Thomas Dolan came asa barefooted 
boy to Philadelphia fn search of work. The 
parents of John Wanamaker were poor, and 
he was not 11 years old when he worked at 
carrying bricks at a small sum a week. 
Samuel Sloan began to earn his living at 13, 
sweeping out a dry goods store in New York. 
His father, who was-poor, had brought him 
from Ireland when he was 3. 

Samuel Allerton’s father was so poor that 
we was obliged to support him by working as 
a farm hand when he was only 13. Albert J. 
Beveridge’s father lost everything he had 
when the boy was little, and he worked on a 
farm in the summer and went to school in 
the winter while he was still small, and by 
the time he was 16 he had become boss of a 
logging camp.

Perkins Started at 9 Years. 

George W. Perkins’ father lost what he had 
in the Chicago fire, and the boy went to 
work in an office when he was 9 years old. 
David R. Francis was poor enough to start 
when a small boy as a boy of all work ina 
St. Louis river house. The parents of James 

. Hill were pitifully poor when he and his 
brother earned their living as young boys 
by chopping wood in the northern forests. 
When Daniel Clemson was 9 years old he 
worked as apprentice for a biacksmith, and 
did this hard labor for his board and clothes. 

Carnegie was a little white haired Scotch 
boy in a blue jacket when he walked with 
his father into the te egraph office at Pitts- 
burg to undergo the examination for the 
place as messenger bo;’". Before that he had 
fired the boiler to an engine in the same place 
At the age of 14 his father died and he 
was the sole support of his mother and 
younger brother. And his advice ts, “ Look 
out that some boys poorer, much poorer, 
than yourselves, whose parents cannot afford 
to give them a schooling, do not challenge 
you at the post and pass you later. The 
partner's sons will never trouble you much, 
but look out for the boy who has to plunge 
into the work direct from the common 
school. He is the dark horse that probably 
will win all the money and the applause.”

T fs @ novel statement for the average 
investor in a life insurance policy to be 
told that on the issuance of that policy 
to him, the Insuring company would be 
quite satisfied to take his premium pay- 

ments In a lump sum, with proper discounts 
for cash, as to receive it without discount in 
twenty payments. 

Life insurance perhaps appeals strongest to 
the man who is married, and who all at once 
is presented with the question of what will 
happen to his family in case of his sudden 
death. Perhaps at 85 years old this question 
assails him, and he answers it by taking out 
@ policy. At the time he may have $1,000 In 
cash In a savings bank at 3 per cent inter- 
est. From this $1,000 he takes just enough 
to pay the premium for one year on a twenty 
year endowment policy, leaving the balance 
at simple 8 per cent In the savings bank. 
Here, then, is his position between the sav- 
ings bank and the life insurance company:

interest, wholly undisturbed for twenty 
years, the compounded interest at the end of 
the period would approximate another $800, 
making a total of $1,800, 

But in taking $48.82 from the $1,000 in the 


savings bank and applying it asa first annual - 


payment of the twenty payments to be made 
in the next twenty years, the 8 per cent in- 
terest on the remaining $956.68 almost will 
cover the fixed premiums on the policy for the 
other nineteen years. At the end of the twen- 
ty year period of the endowment policy the 
holder of it, having paid out only $866.40 in 
that period, will receive his guaranteed $1,000, 
having been insured in all those years against 
death in any form. Or should fate have in- 
terposed in that first year of the policy's is- 
sue and the holder of it died, his family would 
have received the $1,000 insurance and have 
had in bank the $956.68 remaining after the 
payment of the first year’s premium—more 
than the savings bank alone would have had 
for the heirs at the end of twenty years. 

And in the meantime under honest adminis- 
tration of the affairs of either concern, the 
bank and the {insurance company have only 
the same common field of investment for the 
funds of their patrons held in trust. A sav- 
ings bank ordinarily can claim no security 
for its investments over the investments of 
the life insurance company. Indeed, savings 
banks, as a rule, are given greater latitude 
by legal enactment in the matter of invest- 
ments than are the life insurance coenpags. 

+ € 
How Insurance Companies Profit. 

How does the insurance company find it 
possible to offer this seemingly extraordinary 
inducement above the savings bank? 

For several reasons, chief of which is that 
the bank pays a fixed rate of interest on its 
deposits of 3 per cent or 3% per cent. The 
insurance company, on the other hand— 
whether on the stock or mutual plan—credita 


each policy holder with the entire interest- 


earnings on the funds behind his policy. 
Then again the insurance company is able 
to earn a higher rate of interest on its funds 
than is the bank. The bank must hold itself 
in readinees at all times to convert its funds 
into cash quickly to repay its depositors on 
demand, for it cannot foretell what its with- 
drawals will be. The insurance company can 
foretell with a marked degree of certainty 
what its withdrawals will be, and is in con- 
sequence enabled to invest its funds in what 
are known as “long time” securities, such 
as mortgages running for.a period of years. 
These pay the company a much higher rate 
of interest than the bank gets on Its ** short 
time’ and “‘demand” loans. Then again 
by a careful selection of applicants for in- 
surance, accepting those only whose family 
history, physique, and environment are such 
as to indicate ability to withstand disease, 
the insurance company is enabled to profit by 
experiencing a lower death rate than that 
shown by the table on which its rates are 
based. 
-“ . 
No Loss on Death Claims. 

Sirange as it may seem, the payment of a 
death claim by an insurance company does 
not mean a loss to the insurance company. 
By means of mortality tables, the company, 
knowing the total number of policy holders 
insured, can foretell to a nicety the amount 
it will be called upon during any given 
period to pay out in death claims. Statistics 
show that, while the duration of any single 
life is most uncertain, the number that will 
die from year to year of @ thousand or more 
lives can be foretold with marked precision. 
Adequate provision is, therefore, made in 
the premiums collected to cover each policy 
holder's share of the death claims resulting 
under policies matured by death. 

From the mortality tables the death rate 
per thousand of persons at each age is de- 
termined, as is also the average duration 
or “ expectation of life ’ at each age. 

The American experience tables c. mor- 
tality, for Instance, can tell you a good deal 
more about your shances of lIife at a given 
age than you can hope to get from the 
astrologist, palmist, and others of the cult. 
Dropping the decimal! portion of these tables, 
the following abstract will show your chances 
of dying from any and a}! causes as compared 
with 100 other persons of your age who 
may be in health to invite insurance risks. 
As a key to the reading, take the 100 group 
at 40 years old, and, looking across to the 
end of the forty year period, it will ~e seen 
that eighty-one of the origina!)

When the loot consists of valuables the 
thief realizes but little from it because he 
must find a market through the agency of

stolen property, are likewise extremely dan- 
gerous through their liability to “ tip’ off ’’ 
the thief to the police.

sciousness. 

The more highly organized the constitution 
the more difficult it is for equilibrium to be 
maintained and in the extreme types nature 
scarcely succeeds in controlling the impris- 
oned forces, often wavering in spite of all 
efforts. With this vacillation, however, 
comes the power on the part of the individual 
to gain dominion over his forces through 
other channels than those of the nervous 
system. 

As an illustration of these remarkable facts 
Mr. Shore observes that !f the heart and 
lungs and other thoracic organs, through 
their ability to radiate vital energy, can re. 
pel the charge from the brain and keep it 
there, consciousness is maintained. Were 
the brain exposed, however, with its normal 
functions operating and were one hand placed 
upon the exposed brain and the other upon 
the thigh, then a conducting path would be 
formed, the normal vital energy existing be- 
tween brain and leg would be equalized, and 
unconsciousness would ensue.

? was away up north that it happened, 

and it happened something like this. 
We had been climbing for four days 

from the lake to the barren lands at the 


Top, where the whole world seems flat 


but for ine little swales in it, where the wil- 
lows grow and the moose feed. From below 
you would think that above the timber were 
the peaks, but there are no peaks. It is all 
just a big flat up there, running heaven only 
knows how far towards the Arctic, and here 
in October the bands of caribou gather, and 
as I said the moose wander back and forth 
between the willow swales. 

It is a good country for meat, and it was 
our job to kill meat for a big mining outfit 
down below. They got away with a beast 
and a half a week and paid us 12 cents a 
pound, and paid promptly in dust, on which 
there is always a little profit for the man 
who knows his way about. 

But we had had poor luck. It is hard work 
at any time blundering through thickets of 
dwarf birch and floundering through swamps 
of muskeg. The climbing straight up through 
the pines does not count for so much, but 
the bog holes kill the horses and our one 
horse was pretty nearly petered out when 
we started. He had been packing all sum- 
mer.

Struggle Through Snow Drifts. 

When we reached the Top it began to snow 
so that we had to camp in the little bull pines 
on the edge of the barrens, and that night 
eighteen inches of snow fell on the flat. 

Our camvas fly fell on us and nearly smoth- 
ered us as we siept, and, when we could see 
again, the whole world was white and the 
pine woods looked like Christmas cards. 
That's where snow looks best. It's no ac- 
count in the woods in October. 

We had to get out of the country, and we 
both reckoned that we should be almighty 
lucky if we got out with that horse and our 
blankets. I was inchined to grumble. I had 
come to hunt, but Rube, who was with me, 
just put the matter in a nutshell. 

“We'll move camp down to those dead 
pines, cap. There’sa little feed in the swamp 
for the horse. If you feel like hunting after 
we've made camp, we'll just stay and hunt. 
It’s only four miles to the place I mean.” 

At the end of those four miles I did not feel 
like amything but lying still while he cooked. 
It looked a hopeless distance from where we 
were to thelake. Between camps that morn- 
ing it had been one long struggle from drift 
to drift. On the level the snow was eighteen 
inches deep, and whenever we wandered off 
the level we were as likely as not to go out 
of sight. From daylight till about 3 o'clock 
we floundered on, constantly unpacking our 
wretched animal, to get him on to his legs 
again, until at last, even with his packs off, 
he would not get up any more. 

Then we picked up our loads and carried 
them into the nearest sheltered hollow we

Avoid Spelling of Figures. 


This is an important rule and three ex- 
amples of working it are given,.each one a 
little less complicated than the one preceding 
it. Study all three carefully, not attempting 
to do any other sums than those contained in 
the text. In practicing try to avoid as mucn 
as possible spelling your figures. This has 
been resorted to to some extent in the ex- 
planations, where ft was in.a degree neces- 
sary, in order to make them as lucid as possti- 
ble, but once having mastered the details of 
the operation the student should make every 
effort to abandon this confusing habit. 

One of the tommonest errors made by the 
beginner in learning this system of*multipli- 
cation is neglecting to add the figure or fig- 
ures to be carried. Bear in mind that the 
sum to be carried is always to be added to 
the first product obtained, after the setting 
down of a figure in the complete product. 

Having studied the foregoing examples 
carefully, and mastered their details, try to 
do the following, confining yourself to the 
words used in the explanatory text, witha 
view to getting rid of the spelling habit. 
Should you be able to do this successfully. 
try it over and over, a great many times; 
you cannot do it too often, and when you have 
completely mastered it, not before. try some 
other examples of your own making.

Method for Three Figures. 

When there are three figures in the mult!- 
plier and three in the multiplicand, regard 
the tens and hundreds, or in the above ex- 
ample the 12 and 18, as single numbers, and 
proceed as before, thus: 6—63—162. 

Another way to do the above example,is 
this: 2x3 are 6, 2x12 are 24, and 3x13 are 39, 
and 24 and 39 are 63, put down 3 and carry 6. 
Now multiply the two middle figures togeth- 
er and add what you hadtocarry,thus: 3x2 
are’ 6, and 6 to carry makes 12, put down 2 
and carry 1. Then cross multiply the last 
two figures, always adding what you had 
to carry, thus: 3x1 are 3, and 1 to carry 
makes 4, and 1x2 is 2, which added to 4 makes

Squaring Numbers Ending in Five. 

The squaring of numbers ending in 5 is 
a useful le to know and the process is 
extremely simple. Some genius, years ago, 
discovered ‘that sums in multiplication, 
amenable to a certain rule, were easy of 
solution. The numbers referred to being 
those that confrom to the following con- 
ditions: When the tens figures are alike and 
the sum of the units equals ten, as in the 
following example,

Process—In this case simply multiply the 
units together, setting down the complete 


Product in the answer and adding one to 


either of the tens figures, multiply them to- 
gether, setting down their product in the 
same manner, thus: 8x2 are 16, and 7x8 
are 56. 

This rule is true of sums like the following: 
14,8364x14,366, or any sum, no matter haw 
long, where the figures conform to these 
eonditions, 1. e., where all the figures are 
alike except the units, and the sum of the 
latter equals 10. 

Any sum ending in 5 must conform to this 
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rule and can be squared in this manner. 
Other sets of figures are also amenable to it 
but the whole matter, exclusive of its value 
in squaring numbers ending in 5, is of little 
account in business, as but few opportunities 
of using it occur, and when they do the oper- 
ator generally overlooks them because of 
their infrequency. In squaring numbers end- 
ing in 5, however, its value fs quite con- 
siderable.

turning, owing to the necessity of saving the 
material. The touch of the point of a lead 
Pencil to a ball shows when it is round, or 
points the spots that need to come away from 
ft. Removing the rounding ball from the 
chuck and placing it in new positions, time 
and again, serves to turn every possible bit 
of surface to the cutting tool. 

But however perfect a billiard ball may be, 
it will not remain round. In the winter the 
diameter of the ball is less through the grain, 
the core lengthening because of the contrac- 
tion. But if this ball be turned down to a 
perfect sphere at a winter temperature, the 
coming of moist warm weather again will 
make it out of true because of the expanding 
effect of this atmosphere. The one thing de- 
volving upon the owner of a billiard table is 
to keep his billiard room at an even tempera- 
ture and under conditions of moisture if pos- 
sible the whole year round. In one billiard 
hall in Chicago last winter $200 worth of 
ivory balls splitdn a night because of a drop 
in temperature in the rooms.

Heat or Cold Spoile Spheres. 

There are several grades of ivory billiard 
balls, of course. There are several ways of 
producing them, too. For instance, not in- 
frequently a second rate ball can be cut 
from a tusk after the three first class ones 
have been sawed. This is done by making 
a cut just into the tip of the tapering hollow, 
plugging the hollow with an ivory scrap 
and then turning the ball. A “ barky ” ball 
is made from a tusk too thin to afford a 
first class ball of standard size, this dis- 
position to bark coming from the leavipg of 
a collar of enamel! on the ball. 

The whole value of elephant ivory in the 
making of billiard balls comes from the 
fact that ivory never seasons as wood will 
do. For this reason the ball does not re- 
main round, while for this reason also the 
ball preserves its liveness and elasticity. In 
a cold rocm in winter a ball may shrink a 
sixty-fourth of an inch in “its diameter 
against the grain, leaving the ball compara- 
tively that much longer through the core. 

When a billiard ball has chipped through 
use, perhaps upom one side only, the turner 
finds a chance to use his art in preserving 
it to the table. He does this by changing 
the center in the .ball. Ordinarily a lathe 
worker in wood in remedying such a defect 
would turn the ball anew, cutting from the 
whole surface as much depth of material as 
had broken from one side. The ivory turner 
smooths first the chipped surface till the 
last shade of roughness is gone; then taking 
that rounded surface for a new ball rim he 
cuts away from it until the ball is again 
round If the chip should be one-sixtieth 
of an inch deep, for instance, the ball by 
this method suffers only this loss in diam- 
eter, whereas to turn it by ordinary lathe 
methods it would suffer one-thirtieth of an 


inch loss.

Then the faculty decided to put lockers in 
the big basement where the Beta Gamma 
fraternity met—[{ Beta Gamma was Greek for 
Basement Gang]—and naturally we resented 
this because where there are lockers pro- 
fessors are likely to hang their coats, and 
having professors around was unhandy.

The Greenfield fair was about due, also 
the Jamestown and Carthage fairs, so Lije 
Steen, whose paw owned and drove race- 
horses, proposed me to his father for a job 
of swiping the harness horses. He had as 
sweet a little pacer as ever wore boots— 
called Evetta—and a couple of trotters, 
so the work was pretty light. Over at 
Greenfield we ran into one of those tow path 
pirates called Waxy Jack—who didn't need 
any fast horses to win races for him. He 
could win any 2:20 pace in the world with 

a 3:00 horse—and he carried along a couple 
of mares to start in any old kind of a race, 
two geldings, and a plug he called Black 
Joe. He used Black Joe exclusively to win 
races that were carded as “ 2:40 trot and 
pace, for horses owned and bred in this 
county only.’’ Joe must have been foaled 
in every county in Ohio, for he won‘all those 
races. 

He was a big, lazy looking roan gelding, 
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painted to conform to the color under which - 
he trotted, and although he looked like a 
plow horse he could turn 2:20 on a half mile 
track any time Jack would iet nim. Also 
Jack had other devices. He had hooks on 
the end of the hubs of his sulky to pull 
wheels off rivals, accidentally.

I didn't - 
ask Jack how, Joe was going to turn color—_ 
but I knew he was—and the night we shipped . 
from Greenfield he did. He turned a beauti- - 
ful seal brown. -The new color became him. 


He didn’t look more than 5. Jack swore that a | 


Joe always trotted better when he was brown 
than when he was any other color, although ~ 
he had never tried to make him roan. 

My instructions were to finish second in™ 
the first heat, win the second, break, and: 
just get under ‘thf distance flag in the third— 
and then win two straights. Meantime Jack ~ 
would do a little business in the mutual 
books. I had stable room all to myself—a 
sulky of my own and Grant Jenkins to run 
for me—so I was a person of importance in 
Jamestown. ’ 

We won easy—with Joe so indifferent and 
cocksure that, he wanted to stop and nip. 
grass on the second half. I gave him a mark - 
of 2:38 in the third heat, which I believe still 
stands against him. 

We went from there to Carthage—where r. 
was ‘“ Fred Tippett ’’ and Joe was “ pot 
bay gelding, 6, by Norton's Hametonane? 
Sally Loo.”’ 

There is where I lost out with Jack. He 
had an engagement to go downtown the first . 
night we were in Carthage, so he gave me 
some cans and told me to make Joe bay. |

Whether I got the wrong can or mixed the’ 
dope wrong I don’t know, but Joe dried ou’ 
a brilliant black. Jack raved and swor 
around, but in the afternoon he ordered m 
to try to bluff it out. I tried.» I told tj 
judges they made a mistake when I sent in 
my entry. It didn’t go.

A suit of black 
louisine was made by this model, the skirt being accordion 
plaited and the skirts and sleeve of the little coat being 
treated tn the same way. Where tae skirts of the coat were 
fastened on, the plaits were drawn into a shirr for an inch 
and the yoke was also shirred or gauged over tae entire 
surface. Another pretty way of fastening on the accordion 
plaits is to reverse them at the top, holding them in place 
with several rows of stitching and finishing them with a

GNOR COAT. 


NEW opera coat is called the peignoir, because 
it bears a resemblance to the pretty loose silken 
coats which women of luxurious wardrobe have 
for bedroom and boudoir, and which are worn 
with a pretty petticoat and bebe blouse. With 
the exception of the hood, which usually is 


model illustrated ts a facsimile of one of them. 


The smartest colors to choose for evening wear are 


either ro-c satin or the bright shade of special blue which 


is known as delft. It is a brighter shade than any color 
Before known by that name, and when either this or the 


rose color is carried out in shimmering satin and worn 
with an all white eyening gown, it is difficult to imagine 
the glorious effect it produces. 

The sleeves of these coats are purposely made enor- 
mously large, though when the cloak is worn the sleeve 
part merges into the rest of the mantle, and does not 
seem exaggerated as to size. They should be made only 
of soft satin souple or taffetas, and, if their quaint char- 
acter is to be preserved, should. have no other trimming 
than a double quilting of the same material around the 
edge and the deep hood at the back. They should, by good 
rights, be called the Princess Margaret coat, as it was 
the numper of them contained in taat popular princess’ 
trousseatu which has given them their vogue. 


A woman wao makes a profession of these gowns showed 
ingenuity in a skirt of this sort by creasing the belt into 
little plaits with the flatiron, and, in doing so, following 
the lines where the stretched out plaits in the skirt fall 
back Into place. This keeps the skirt in better shape, as 
it fulls on the elastic which is run into the band. It also 


does away with further alteration, 
as me 

For a cloth skirt a model with many gores stitctied 
down into plaits is a good choice. One skirt of excellent ef- 
fect had kilts arranged in box plaits, which were sét just 
deep enough not to absorb all the fullness which would 
have been taken up by the side plaits arranged for in the 
pattern. Space was thus left betweén each of the box plaits. 
The belting was stitched on and afterward another little 
fold, or plait, was laid under each stitched plait, thus 
making of it a double box plalt. This made littie extra 
plaits in the belt, which were pressed in and sewed down 
by hand, and in the cloth the underneath fold was blind 
stitched to the wrong side, In the same way, making full- 
ness which could be easily let out. 

To make a skirt of this sort and have it satisfactory 

and on a par with those contrived by really good mo- 
distes, it ig best to buy a good but ordinary shaped skirt 
pattern—a kilted one for choice—and to buy it in a Jarger 
size. With it it is a good thing to have a maternity skirt 
pattern for the proper gr&Aduation of the length of the 
front width. This is the only thing in which the technical 
pattern ag it ordinarily comes is of great use, as it is most 
apt to be simply a large gored skirt. wita a shirr string in 
the top. A ready made maternity skirt made after this 
fashion in black serge may be bought as low as $7.50, and 
one of gloria or brilliantine can be bought for $10, so that 
unless one ‘s trying fo- something more ambitious than 
the ordinary pattern calls for, it hardly pays to do the 
work. 
The gown with the shirred skirt, which is illustrated, is 
one of the best possible models and also solves a problem 
in material. This should be warm and light, for both com- 
fort and health. besides the fact that there are generally 
many reasons for not having it excessive in price. This 
gown was made of a silk and wool mixture similar to 
gloria, to which there seemed to be no technical name. It 
is of the gloria familie with more silky appearance, is sold 
at the same counter, and comes in different qualities, from 
50 cents to $1. There also is a wool taffeta which 
can be had for 75 cents, 

This gown was made in dark blue and had chemisette 
and undersieeves of val. insertion attached to the waist 
lining. The boned lining to this waist was a departure from 


and with provision for still further alteration by stitching 
the inside seams in the lining with a chain stitch machine. 
Hand stitching can easily be substituted for this and the 
plan is less bother than the old fashioned way of working 
eyelet holes. The management of the outside material 
upon the bodice of this dress is good in the extreme. The 
surplice fronts, before putting in, are cut at every edge 
to just twice the dimensions which they are to be when 
finished. This allows for shirring them not only where 
they go in at the shoulder but at the armhole, under the 
arm, and the whole distance down the front. Allowance 
must also be made for the projecting rufile, which is 
formed by the shirr along the front edge, and which makes 
a pretty finish. The bouffant effect of this front, waich 
falls slightly over the pointed girdle, is what makes it 
both pretty and successful. 
*< ms 

The shirred skirt is also excellent, as the shirring, if 
the threads be loosely drawn. will “give ’’ enough without 
putting the shirrs up upon tiny elastics, though this is 
sometimes done. It is accomplished by sewing each shirr 
in the form of a tiny tuck, which Is run with the elastic. 
This skirt has also an elastic in the double belt and can 
be successfully made from any of the shirred skirt pat- 
terns which call for a large amount of width around the 
bottom. 

In adapting gowns which are already on hand the 
zouz?* e jacket is: particularly useful. The tight bodice 
which will not make a loose walst can be cut off into a 
bolero and can be fitted with a flounce of deep lace, which 
falls al] around from under it like a matinée, and the skirt 
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by fitting it with a front pane] of the same lace which is 
added to the bolero. This motive of holding the sacque 
and skirt together so that it simulates a tea gown is seen 
in the latest importations, and it is accomplished by simply 
putting a loose, flowing vest in the matinée and a trimmed 
panel of the same kind into the skirt. The separate bolero 
made of lace flounces sewed on. as illustrated, is a great 
addition to all house dresses and where elaborate tea 
gowns are not possible a couple of simple empire or Hub- 
bard wrappers of wool batiste, challi. or veiling, can be 
made to appear most attractive and elaborate in shape by 
wearing over them a jacket of th!s kind with a sash. if 
the sash is to be tied In fror! it should be narrow and of 
ribbon. but a pretty change is madu by having a bolero, 
which is curved up In the back, and by passing the sash 
around under it and tying it in a square and smali bow up 
in the little V shaped place im the back. The ends are left 
extremely long, and where this style !s preferred the bolero 
should have the longer and more pointed fronts,

n. his tions with his friends and his 
colleagues Irving was generosity personified. 
red nothing for money save as it en- 
abled him to help others and to serve theart 
he so dearly loved: He died a comparatively 
poor man, and yet fortunes had been earned 
and spent by him. Not on himself, for 
he lived simply and inexpensively, but in car- 
ing for her who hada claim upen him as his 
wife and the mother of his two sons, and in 
assisting those who had been associated with 
him in his work, and whom age or untoward 
conditions had placed in need. It is told by 
those who know, that during his manage- 
ment of the Lyceum he kept a large number 
of superannuated and disabled players on the 
pay roll of the house, giving them their sal- 
ary regularly and in generous amount, and 
doing it in a manner which freed them from 
all thomght of alms receiving. An incident 
finely illustrative of his character is cited 
which illustrates his not forgetting his old 
friends. When early in his career he was in 
Manchester he made the acquaintance of a 
man who was an upholsterer. Years after- 
ward, when Irving had come into possession 
of the Lyceum, he wished to -have the 
theater redecorated and upholstered. 

A London firm was eager to secure the con- 
tract, but Irving sent for his Manchester 
friend, and telling him--what was wanted 
gave him carte blanche and started’ for an 
American tour. When he returned he found 
all to his satisfaction, and asked the up- 
holsterer for the bill. After looking it over 
he sent for the representative of the London 
firm and asked what the firm would have 
charged for doing the work. A sum five 
times as large as the Manchester man had 
charged was named. Irving discovered that 
his old friend had charged only for matertals 
and had “thrown in” the work for old 
affection’s sake. The actor-manager disre- 
garded the bill entirely, and drawing a check 
for twice the amount of the London firm's 
estimate forwarded it to hig friend. 

The career of the eminent player was a 
hard one. He struggled long against bitter 
and great odds during many years. His life, 
despite the association with the notables of 
two continents, which it contained, was a 
lonely one, and personal sorrows must have 
weighed heavily: at times. Yet from the 
first unswerving devotion to an ideal, un- 
wavering determination to succeed, and un- 
failing honesty and unfailing kindliness kept 


“the great man’s nature sweet, pure, and 


gentle. The stage lost one of its noblest 
representatives and the world one of its 
finest characters when Henry Irving died. 
And yet both are better and richer because

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Bad Week for HighDra ma 
Including Shaw and Ibsen 
By Franklin Fyles.

New York.—[Special Correspondence. }]— 
George Bernard Shaw, Henrik Ibsen, and 
Hall Caine give literature to the New York 
stage this week? I won't invite controversy 
by saying that they don’t. Caine’s contribu- 
tion is a small yet interesting concession to 
the demand for happy ends to sorrowful 
plays. In his novel, “ The Prodigal Son,’’ 
the contrite wanderer came home, paid off 
a mortgage which his profligacy had placed 
on the family farm, and went away unrecog- 
nized into miserable expiation. At the close 
of the drama, as hitherto presented, the side 
of the house opened to show a picture of snow 
and storm with the prodigal disappearing 
into dismal night. -Caine now provides a less 
logical but cheerler sight for spectators to 
take away in their memory. The bad son 
starts into the allegorical gloom, but his good 
brother goes after him and brings him back 
to the embrace of his mother and daughter. 
Mrs. Carter’s reappearance in “ Zaza’’ re- 
calls a similar alteration by David Belasco, 
In the original French the partly reformed 
woman flung herself into the degradation 
from which a sincere but unhappy love had 
raised her. In English, she is left clean and 
reasonably comfortable. No doubt it is dis- 
creet generally to let the audience wipe the 
tears from its eyes before quitting the theater, 
yet there are such popular exceptions as 
‘‘Camille’’ and “ East Lynne’”’ to disprove 
the rile. 

George Bernard Shaw went up one step 
on the stairway of Gramatic success with 
“ Candida” and another with “ Man and 
Superman,” but he goes down those two 
steps with “ John Bull’s Other Island,” and 
would fall lower if the floor from which he 
started were not there to stopon. Theorder 
has been iseued that, after the beginning 
of the first performance at exactly 8 o’clock, 
no one might go to a seat until the act was 
over. Ardent Shawites assembled gladly 
on time, as rural worshipers do at prayer 
meetings appointed for “ early candle light,” 
and when the curtain was raised, after ten 
minutes of grace for the tardy, only a few 
disobedient persons came into the lobby. 
Ané@ not 60 many waited, for several departed 
in enger, and several disdained the ush- 
ers and made their own way to their 
It would have been far more 
difficult to enforce a rule forbidding folks 
to quit before the play was over. The audi- 
ence shrunk away at the end of three acta, 
and when the lobster hour of 11 struck, with 
the -pley still unfinished, there was a rapid 
dispersal of tired and hungry scoffers. “It 
would read well,’’ said a depressed yet still 
loyal Shawman, “ but won't act at all.”’ 
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This is the first Shaw play to be performed 
before publication; yet the title had told that 
it was Irish, for “John Bull's Other island ”’ 
could hardly be any other than Ireland. it 
has only one. girl, an Irish heiress, who has 
waited eighteen years for her boy sweet- 
heart, now an absentee landowner, to come 
home and marry her; but he returns with 
no such desire, and she, in sorrow and anger, 
matches herself with his English comrade. 
The whole of that love matter, broken into 
five minute fragments, occupies no more than 
half of one of the play’s three hours. The 
rest of the time is tedious with discussion 
of Irish subjects. The principal lrishman 
(personated by Arnold Daly, the Shaw actor- 
manager) declines the Roscannon seat in 
parliament; his English chum accepts it, 
and they disagree about it in long dialogues. 
The Pnglishman wheedies the local leaders 
in prolonged conferences, and spellbinds the 
populace fm..protracted harangues. The 
parish priest and his unfrocked predecessor 
dispute “ach other’s opinions. An English 
valet and an Irish tenant quarrel over their 
points of different view. No phase of so- 
ciety, religion, or politics is omitted. And 
not ten ina thousand of the sentences sound 
as though Shaw wrote them. It seems tome 
that, being Irish, he was too close to irish 
subjects to view them with his Irish sense 
of humor. .~ 
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Henfik Ibsen was visited last summer by 
two of our theatrical managers, who extend- 
ed their European pleasure tour to Chris- 
tlania on the business errand of hiring the 
Norwegian to write a play for them. They 
took along as a translator that man from 
Norway who, as Mrs.’ Pat Campbell's ad- 
vertising agent, had augmented her publicity 
by covering the pavement in front of the 
theater with sawdust, ostensibly to deaden 
tne noise of hoofs and wheels to her sensi- 
tive ears, but really to bring on a row with 
the street cleaning bureau. Thus it was sure 
that the right thing wouldn't be said to 
Ibsen in the wrong way. 

‘Mr. Ibsen,”’ one of the managers re- 
marked, “ you are greatly admired in Amer- 
ica.’’ and the interpreter put that into a 
wordier Norwegian compliment. 

“What ie America’s smallest coin?’’ the 
viking among dramatists asked. 

‘A cent, sir.’’ 

“Well, admiring Americans have never 
paid a cent for my work.” 

The intermediate operator was not abashed. 
In the frank tone of one Norwegian to an- 
other, he said: ‘“‘ There are a hundred cents 
in a dollar, and these two Americans will 
pay you $5,000 for the option on such a play 
as you can write for them.” 

“They may help themselves to what I have 
written,” was the reply. ‘I shall write no 
more. My work is done.” 

The Progressive Stage society helped itself 
last Sunday to the first of Ibsen's realistic 
dramas, and O! if the old man had been here 
to see what else happened to it! Although 

Ibsen was an actor and a stage manager in 
his earlier life, he for many years wrote none 
but poetically imaginative plays, and all in 
blank verse. His departure into what we 
know as Ibsenism was made with a piece 
the title of which has been translated *’ The 
League of Youth” and *“ The Young Men’s 
Club.”’ He has made more impressive dram- 
atizations of poor humanity as he saw it 
around him in Norway, and he has treated 
its theme—which is hypocrisy among com- 
mercial and political magnates—more’pow- 
erfully. And he has imbued the brutal can- 
dor of later plays with theatrical skill to 
make them possible for entertainment as 
well as for education. Throughout five long 
acts of this initial drama in his reahstic 
series, however, the young men of a reform 
society talk and talk and finally fall of their 
purpose. . 

Now, our Progressive Stage society embod- 
ies the desire of some cultured people to have 
what they regard as literary plays performed 
educationally. But their ambition o’erleaps 
their ability, and in this cage it fell fat and 
hard on the further side of serious consider- 
ation. Their amateur actors made Ibsen 
ridiculous. They couldn't memorize the 
words, much less give the meanings to them. 
But worse than that was done tolbsen. The 
Young Men's ciub listens to some addresses 
ata meeting in the first act, and it was meant 
that the assemblage should be as graphic in 
pantomime as any mob ever was in * Julius 
Cesar.” But the fellows whom tue ora- 
terical hero won over to his cause had been 
brought in, I fancy, from the lounging cor- 
ners of the Bowery, and, instead of the usual 
half dollar, they were to get seats in the bal- 
cony during the restof the play. Their serv- 
ice on the stage didn’t help the represe ntation 
and their conduct in the audience hurt it 
dreadfully. They developed a dislike to Ib- 
sen, guyed the play, and at length almost 
broke it up by a noisy retreat. This is a bad 
week for stage literature. 
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Nor is this week any better for stage art 
as newly disclosed. Joseph Jefferson's son, 
Thomas, has tried to play Rip Van Winkle as 
his father did. The failure of the earnest ef- 
fort is not ridiculous—it ls entirely respecta 
ble—yet it issure. Practice may improve the 
performance, but can't make ™ perfect. 
Thomas Jefferson looks lke hie famous 
parent, 4s prepared for this role, speaks and 
moves like him, but it is all a physical copy, 
with a near approach to mental resemblance, 
but with no duplication of the original charm 
of humor.
